Anyone who attended Bradley as a full time student both semes¬ 
ters of last year and failed to receive a POLYSCOPE may do so 
during the week of registration. Copies of the year book will be 
available in the Publications Building (right behind the Wigwam) 
every day from 8 a. m. to 4 p. m. * 

Full time students at Bradley 
last year are entitled to a POLY¬ 
SCOPE without charge. Any 
students in this category calling 
for a year book after September 
27 will be charged $2.50, whether 
they are entitled to a free copy 
or not. 

Full time students at Bradley 
during only one semester of last 
year may obtain a POLYSCOPE 
by paying only $1.25. Students in 
this category calling for a year 
book after September 27 will be 
charged $2.50, whether they are 
entitled to a free copy or not. 

Anyone who purchased two 
- activity books last year is en¬ 
titled to a POLYSCOPE. Vet¬ 
erans in training under the GI 
Bill of Rights are likewise in¬ 
cluded. 

Everyone, however, must call 
in person or send an authorized 
permit note with another person 
before September 27 in order to 
receive a POLYSCOPE. After 
that date the books will be sold 
to the first callers—first come, 
first served—at $2.50 per book.

Drivers Must Register Automobiles 


Registration of all automo-* 
biles or other vehicles on the 
Bradley campus will be insti¬ 
tuted with the start of the fall 
term, the student council has 
decided. 

The step is being taken to 
facilitate the regulation of 
parking, which was begun at 
the insistence of the Peoria 
fire marshal last year. Brad¬ 
ley, in order to be assured of 
protection in case of fire, must 
keep Institute Place suffi¬ 
ciently clear of automobiles 
for fire trucks to get through. 

Under the new system, all 
automobile owners must register 
their vehicles before October 15, 
1947. In this way the student 
council will have a complete 
record of licenses on the campus 
and will not have to write to 
Springfield to get the name of 
each violator. Penalty for failure 


to comply with the registration 
requirement by October 15 is pay¬ 
ment of $5, or more severe pen¬ 
alty if circumstances warrant. 
Anyone acquiring a car after 
that date must register it as soon 
as possible. 

Identification Sticker 

The new ruling applies to own¬ 
ers of motorcycles and other 
vehicles also. 

Each vehicle will be issued an 
identification number on a sticker 
to be attached to the windshield. 
There will be special stickers for 
members of the faculty and ad¬ 
ministration. 

Rules now permit cars to park 
on only one side of each line of 
the boulevard. In the east lane, 
cars may be parked, headed 
toward Main street, next to the 
athletic field and next to the 
housing units north of the gym¬ 



nasium. In the west lane, cars 
face Bradley avenue on the side 
next to the island. 

Cars must not park around the 
circle or around the ends of the 
islands. A special area is re 
served for the cars of disabled 
veterans. Motorcycles are to be 
parked in the graveled area in 
the rear of Bradley hall. 

Areas Painted 

All restricted areas are marked 
by red and white paint, and no 
portion of a vehicle may extend 
into a painted area. 

Any person neglecting to pay 
the $2 fine for violation of park 
ing regulations will have his 
transcript, credits and grades 
withheld until satisfactory ar 
rangements are made or the fine 
is paid. Violators will not be 
permitted to register for a new 
semester until the fines are paid.

What may be described as “a decided improve¬ 
ment over last year” provided returning Bradley 
students a warm welcome in the orderly and effi¬ 
cient method of current book sales. Those of us 
who still remember the counter queues and the 
Battle of the Bookstore that we faced last year 
can well appreciate this needed improvement. 

Despite an even greater enrollment and the 
accompanying demand for books, the situation 
was never allowed to approach the chaotic condi¬ 
tions of one year ago. The efficiency of the co¬ 
ordinated registration and book sales system is a 
victory for planning and a credit to the planners. 


• Parking Again 

Campus parking regulations, issued by the 
student council in accordance with orders from 
the City Fire Marshal, will remain substantially 
the same during the 1947-48 academic year. 
These regulations stem mainly from the precept 
of fire protection and have proven no imposition 
upon student car operators. It is, therefore, im¬ 
perative that such regulations receive the unani¬ 
mous support of the student body. 

Parking for disabled veterans has been provided 
on Institute Place beside the athletic field, and 
for faculty members along St. James Court adja¬ 
cent to the gymnasium. All other areas, marked 
off with candy-stripe red and white markings, 
are OFF LIMITS to student drivers, because in 
case of emergency the occupation of such areas 
would present undue hardships. 

In addition, all drivers will be required to 
register their vehicles with the university to 
facilitate the regulation of campus parking. Each 
driver will be given a numeral sticker to identify 
his vehicle and will be required to display this 
identification at all times. Now used on nearly 
every college campus in the country this method 
has proven very effective for such purposes. 

The university administration is co-operating 
with the student council in enforcement of the 
parking regulations for the campus. These rules 
are not unreasonable; students driving cars are 
urged to observe them. 

1. NO PARKING ON INSTITUTE, THE WEST 
SIDE OF THE STREET BORDERING NORTH 
HALL, BRADLEY HALL, AND THE HOROL¬ 
OGY BUILDING. 

2. NO PARKING ON INSTITUTE, ALONG 
THE BOULEVARD OPPOSITE THE ATHLETIC 
FIELD, GYM, AND HOUSING PROJECT. 

3. NO PARKING IN OR AROUND THE 
CIRCLE IN FRONT OF BRADLEY HALL, OR 
AROUND THE ENDS OF THE BOULEVARD. 

Violators of the parking regulations, as adopted 
by the student council, will be issued a ticket call¬ 
ing for a $2.00 fine. Violators thus fined will be 
given one week in which to pay them.

One of the toughest opponents 
the Braves will face this season 
in football will be Miami Univer¬ 
sity of Oxford, Ohio, who last 
year soundly t r o u n c ed the 
Braves by the score of 35 to 6. 
The Redskins, coached by Sidney 
Gillman will be just as tough this 
year again since they are now a 
member of the Mid-American 
Conference which includes such 
teams as Butler U., Western 
Michigan College, Western Re¬ 
serve, Wayne U., Cincinnati U., 
and Ohio U. 



The liberal reinstatement privileges now in effect for National 
Service Life Insurance have been extended to January 1, 1948, Homer 
G. Bradney, administrator of the Illinois Veterans Commission, has 
announced. Previously veterans of World War II had until August 1, 


1947, to reinstate insurance with¬ 
out a physical examination. 

Bradney said the deadline has 
been extended to give every 
former policyholder more time to 
reinstate simply by certifying 
that he is in as good health as at 
the time of lapse. Two monthly 
premiums must accompany an 
application for reinstatement. He 
also pointed out that veterans 
who carried $10,000 insurance are 
not required to take the whole 
amount. Any amount from $1,000 
to $10,000 may be selected. 

September will find many vet¬ 
erans previously attending Brad¬ 
ley University returning to con¬ 
tinue their education under the 
G. I. bill by the rights of Public 
Law 16 and Public Law 346. It 
will also find veterans beginning 
training under these laws who 
have never made use of these 
privileges before. 

It is the desire of the office of 
the director of Veterans Service 
in Bradley hall to impress on the 
veterans connected with the Uni¬ 


versity in any way the high de¬ 
gree of importance attached to 
the maintaining of a correct and 
accurate file in this office. All 
veterans are therefore urged to 
bring to this office any problems 
they may have with regard to 
their status as a student veteran. 

All procedures should be initiat¬ 
ed in the veterans office in Brad¬ 
ley hall in order that necessary 
notations may be made in the 
file and prevent any mix-up in the 
processing of the forms. 

At mass meetings to be sched¬ 
uled early in the fall the veterans 
will be given the chance to ques¬ 
tion the veterans’ office as to the 
various regulations and their in¬ 
terpretation. 

Veteran information and no¬ 
tices are posted on the bulletin 
boards on blue paper. This color 
paper is used at Bradley only by 
the veterans’ office. 

For any information they may 
need, veterans should contact this 
office in person, by mail, or by 
telephone.

Record Number 
Enrolled During 
Initial Week 


Total registration of 3,120 reg¬ 
ular full-time undergraduate stu¬ 
dents in Bradley university dur¬ 
ing one week of enrollment end¬ 
ing last Saturday has been an¬ 
nounced by President Owen. 

This new figure is a decided 
increase over the 2,846 students 
who had registered at the same 
time last year. The total enroll¬ 
ment in all divisions is expected 
to reach 7,000 this year, when 
all part-time and full-time stu¬ 
dent are included. 

Breakdown of registration in¬ 
dicated that 291 seniors, 541 jun¬ 
iors, 1345 sophomores, and 943 
freshhien enrolled during the 
first week of registration. 

The breakdown of registrants 
by divisions was also announced 
by President Owen: Junior col¬ 
lege, 218; General college, 704; 
School of Business administra¬ 
tion, 847; Home Economics, 53; 
Industrial Arts, 408; School of 
Engineering, 639; Art, 1553; and 
School of Music 71. 

There are twice as many non¬ 
veterans in the incoming group 
of students as in any previous 
year, and there are 61 more wo¬ 
men enrolled this year than last.

When the popular young orch¬ 
estra leader plays “The White 
Star of Sigma Nu”, it is not 
only a number that he favors 
but one that is very dear to 
him. Nagel was a member of 
Sigma Nu at both the University 
of Nevada and later at Stanford. 
Some notable fraternity broth¬ 
ers — notably band leaders are 
Kay Kyser, Griff Williams, 
Johnny Long, and the late Glen 
Miller. 

Freddy Nagel takes particular 
pride in his musical hobby and 
specialty — rhumbas, sambas, 
and tangos — the vital, stirring 
rythms of Latin-America. Ex¬ 
cept for native bands, very few 
groups can match the way in 
which his orchestra plays the 
stimulating tunes from the 
countries below the border. 

His interest in Latin-Ameri- 


can music dates back to the 
times when he was working as a 
sea-going musician, playing be¬ 
tween San Francisco and New 
York via Cuba and the Panama 
Canal during his vacations as a 
student at Stanford. 

He has learned that the only 
way to play these rythms was 
with the authentic native instru¬ 
ments — maracas, claves, guiros, 
bongos, tymbalis, cabasas, choc- 
alhos, quejadas, and repicadores. 

The curvaceous vocalovely 
now appearing with Freddy Na¬ 
gel is Jane Easton. Petite,, blue 
eyed and with natural blonde 
hair, Jane began her singing 
career at the age of ten when 
she began winning amateur con¬ 
tests. She is now ambitious to 
be a musical comedy star, and 
beides her looks and person¬ 
ality, she has a naturally high 
soprano voice which she uses in 
singing her torchy ballads of 
the day.

•Was I Embarrassed! 

That reddish tinge you may notice in our 
cheeks is not the glow of health, but the telltale 
sign of embarrassment resulting from a recent 
humiliating experience. We were sounding off, 
as usual, about the wrongs of the world in general 
when someone stopped us dead in our tracks by 
asking our opinion of the Marshall Plan. Knowing 
nothing whatsoever about the proposal, we 
mustered our best Major Hoople manner and 
coughed and spluttered something about a nearly 
forgotten appointment. 

As the autumn breeze cooled our burning 
cheeks we began to wonder if there might be any¬ 
one else whose ignorance matched ours. We de¬ 
cided to conduct a little experiment. We ques¬ 
tioned our barber, the fry cook in our neighbor¬ 
hood hash house, and everyone else we could 
corner, and discovered that their knowledge of 
world affairs was also extremely limited. 

This is, of course, appalling. Our country is 
the one nation in the world that can make the 
four freedoms a universal reality. Because it is a 
democracy, we the people are responsible for its 
success. But many of us are not prepared to 
carry out this responsibility, for we haven’t the 
slightest conception of what is going on in the 
world today. In fact we’re not even interested. 
We have too many problems of our own to be con¬ 
cerned with those of the Asiatic and the European. 
Yet when we look at the past it is all too clear that 
their troubles are essentially our troubles, that 
our well being is vitally dependent upon theirs. 

For this reason we cannot confine our time 
and energy only to earning a living or getting an 
education; we must direct some of it toward being 
well-informed citizens working for a better world. 
If we don’t, we shall be shirking our social obliga¬ 
tions and quite possibly cutting our own throats. 
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‘This ain’t no zoo. 

In times of long ago, particu¬ 
larly those uncomfortable days 
when man’s mode of communica¬ 
tion was limited to the rock chisel 
and pantomine, a wide berth was 
usually given to parlays, confer¬ 
ences and lion dens alike. Discourse 
was undertaken only as a last re¬ 
sort. The cave men could hardly 
be classed as after-dinner speakers. 

They were simply after dinners. 

But in the rosy-red days of the present, days 
that regard a bi-linqual colloquy beyond the reach 
of cavil, it is not unusual to find great emphasis 
placed upon speech. Whether we talk out of the 
corner of our mouths, or perfect a peculiar nasal 
quality, does not inhibit the effectiveness in deal¬ 
ing with our fellow man. Neither is it considered 
irrational to indulge in some forms of lingual 
solitaire. The Twentieth Century cave man may 
be as monotonous as a katydid, but in a mamby- 
pamby manner he gives vocal vent to his inner¬ 
most thoughts. 

At the present, Peoria is blessed with a plur¬ 
ality of radio stations—something like a centipede 
among kilocycles.

(Pardon the par- 
aleipsis!) We have, however, at the moment, a 
phenomenon even greater than the marvel of 
Ibrahim and the eleven camel-loads of blotting 
paper.

Checks for subsistence allowance to veterans who enter or re¬ 
enter colleges and universities this fall under the GI Bill during 
September and October should reach veterans in Illinois, Indiana 
and Wiscinsin during the first ten days in November, Veterans 
Administration announced today.*---- 


Approximately 30% of the vet¬ 
erans enrolling during the fall 
opening of schools have attended 
summer sessions in such schools. 
Most of these veterans will re¬ 
ceive two checks for subsistence 
allowance from the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration. One check will 
cover subsistence allowance due 
up to the end of the summer 
session. 

The other check will cover sub¬ 
sistence due from the date of the 
fall opening of the school and 
should reach most of these vet¬ 
erans during the first ten days 
in November. The issuance of 
two checks to summer school stu¬ 
dents starting the fall term will 
take place even in most of the 


cases where accrued leave, re¬ 
quested and granted at the end 
of the summer session, carries 
the veteran in continuous subsist¬ 
ence allowance status to the date 
school opens in, the fall.

Two Dining Rooms 

The two private dining rooms 
will be called the Peoria Room 
and the Bradley Room respective¬ 
ly, and will have old photographs 
and mementos. The pictures in 
the Peoria Room will deal with 
early Peoria history and develop¬ 
ment, and those in the Bradley 
Room will show Bradley when it 
first opened some fifty years 
ago. 


Fifty golden years of progress in education come to a colorful close this week as Bradley Univer¬ 
sity celebrates the golden anniversary of its Founder’s Day. On the first week of October, 1897, a 
group of 120 students and 14 faculty members made their way through the maze of construction work 
which was soon to become Bradley Hall, and Peoria had gained its first institution of higher learning. 

★ This evening at 6:30 p. m., 

festivities will officially begin 
with a dinner at the Shrine 
Mosque, sponsored by the Brad¬ 
ley Town and Gown club. Many 
alumni, including members of the 
original student body, and inter¬ 
ested Peorians will be in attend¬ 
ance. 

The original Bradley students, 
a number of early faculty mem¬ 
bers, and leading citizens invited 
as special guests, as earlier prom¬ 
inent Peorians were invited to 
the first Founder’s Day dinner 
will be seated together at their 
own tables. With the early fac¬ 
ulty wiy. be Mrs. Albert F. Sei- 
pert, widow of the late vice-presi¬ 
dent of the university. 

The dinner program will include 
a surprise skit, the singing of the 
Alma Mater, songs by the uni¬ 
versity choir and organ numbers 
by Dr. John Warbecke of the Mt. 
Holyoke college music faculty, 
who was Bradley’s first organist 
and will be coming from South 
Hadley, Mass., for the celebration. 

Hicks Fallin is to act as toast¬ 
master, and President David Blair 
Owen will introduce the speakers. 
The principal speaker will be Dr. 
Charles Trurrian Wyckoff of the 
original faculty, who was dean of 
Bradley and professor of history 
until his retirement in 1937. A 
copy of the history of Bradley as 
compiled by Dr. Wyckoff is at 
present in the school library. 

Original Faculty Members 

Other original faculty members 
who will be present at the speak¬ 
ers table will be Dr. Clarence E. 
Comstock of Peoria, professor of 
mathematics until 1939; Fred D. 
Crawshaw of Peoria, who was an 
instructor of industrial arts; and 
Nellie Kedzie Jones (Mrs. How¬ 
ard M. Jones) of Madison, Wis., 
who headed the home economics 
department. 

Dr. George C. Ashman of Peo¬ 
ria, professor of chemistry from 
1901 to 1940; Mrs. Mary Blossom 
Huston, of Peoria, who joined the 
faculty in 1902 and was dean of 
women and professor of niodern 
language at the time of her re¬ 
tirement in 1940; Mrs. Theodore 
C. Burgess of Chicago, widow of 
Bradley’s first resident president, 
who was on the original faculty 
and succeeded Dr. Edward O. 
Sisson as director of Bradley in 
1904, later becoming president. 
Mrs. Wales H. Packard of Whit¬ 
ing, Ind., widow of the professor 
of biology who served here from 
1898 to 1941 will also be seated at 
the speakers’ table. 

Academic Procession 
Friday’s ceremony will begin 
at 10:30 a. m. in the campus field 
house, preceded by the academic 
procession of faculties and trus¬ 
tees. The procession will be led 
to the field house by Dr. Com¬ 
stock as honorary marshal. The 
principal address will be given by 
Dr. Wyckoff, who will speak on 
“Foundations.". L. L. Simpson of 
Peoria is to speak for the original 
student body, and Donald Ashley, 
a high-ranking senior, will rep¬ 
resent the students of today. 


LYDIA MOSS BRADLEY 

Bradley Opened In 1897 
As Memorial To Daughter 

Bradley is a monument to a memory. When the daughter of 
Tobias and Lydia Bradley passed away while still a young woman, 
her parents were determined to establish a memorial with their 
fortune. Not a mum dir >it in stone but a power for good. 

Upon the death of Tobias Bradley the weight of the responsi¬ 
bility fell upon his wife. Her plans first became a reality through 
a will made in 1885, which trans-* 


ferred the bulk of her estate at 
her death for the endowment of 
an institute for training of the 
young. 

In 1885 she took new steps to 
obtain larger and more definite 
knowledge concerning manual 
training schools. She sent Mr. 
W. W. Hammond as her person¬ 
al representative to the Wash¬ 
ington School for Boys in St. 
Louis, Throup Institute in Pasa¬ 
dena, California, and to the Na¬ 
tional Educational Convention, 
which that year assembled in 
Buffalo, New York. 

No stone was to be left un¬ 
turned in her quest for, complete 
information. She corresponded 
with the. Louisville High School, 
Rose Polytechnic Institute, Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Techno¬ 
logy, the Case School of Applied 
Science, and other schools of 
like size, procuring their cata¬ 
logue and copies of their chart¬ 
ers for reference. 

From President Woodward of 
the Washington School for Boys 
in St. Louis, and Mr. Klein- 
schmidt of Johnstown, Pennsy¬ 
lvania, who had organized the 
Louisville High School Manual 
Training Department, she gained 
invaluable aid. 

Later, Mr. N. C. Doughtery, 
Superintendent of the Peoria 


Public Schools, suggested to 
Mrs. Bradley that she have a 
conference with Dr. William R. 
Harper, President of the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago. In the subse 
quent interview Dr. Harper urg 
ed her to perfect the endow¬ 
ment of such a school during 
her lifetime. 

This was an entirely new view 
of the situation, since previous¬ 
ly every consideration had been 
comptemplated with the idea 
they would be fulfilled after her 
death. 

And so it was, that on No¬ 
vember 13, 1896, a charter was 
secured under the University 
Act of the State of Illinois, giv¬ 
ing to the school its name, 
“Bradley Polytechnic Institute , 1 ” 
and outlining the scope, aim and 
powers of the institution and 
methods of perpetuation.

This 
souvenir edition illustrates 
many interesting chapters of 
Bradley history 
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* Fifty Golden Years 

As the first half-century in the history of 
Bradley draws to a close, it behooves each of us 
to gain some insight 'into the guiding force that 
has carried this institution through the long, un¬ 
certain decades of the past. Upon the occasion 
of this semi-centennial celebration there is, per¬ 
haps, no other document more likely to provide 
this insight than the original charter. This docu¬ 
ment, secured under the University Act of the 
State of Illinois in 1896, brings to light the proph¬ 
etic aims of our illustrious founder. Upon a close 
scrutiny of this charter it is not difficult to reason 
why the foundations of this institution have al¬ 
ways been so secure. The precepts upon which 
the institute was founded were of granite, dedi¬ 
cated to the useful application of education. Sec¬ 
tion Two of the charter set forth the objects, 
ethics and aims of the Institute as follows: 

“The objects for which this corporation is 
formed are to organize and maintain forever a 
school for the education of young people of both 
sexes in all practical and useful arts, sciences 
and learning usually taught in polytechnic 
schools, including a department of ethics in 
which instruction shall be given in the prin¬ 
ciples of morality and right living as exempli¬ 
fied in the life and teachings of Jesus Christ; 
and so far as the resources of the Institute shall 
warrant there shall be added such courses of 
study and means of living independent, indus¬ 
trious, and useful lives by the aid of practical 
knowledge of the useful arts and sciences. To 
establish the terms of admission of students to 
the Institute; to make and enforce rules and 
regulations for the government of faculty and 
students; but neither in the terms of admission 
nor in the treatment of students, the selection 
of officers, agents or instructors, nor in the 
appointment of, trustees, nor in any matter 
whatever connected with this Institute shall 
there be any distinction made or preference 
given on account of sect, creed, nationality, poli¬ 
tics, or part}*; but with a view to its greater 
usefulness, this Institute shall be and ever re¬ 
main non-sectarian, non-political and non-par¬ 
tisan.” 

Founded on this firm foundation, the history 
of Bradley continues with sound perspective on 
the celebration of its Golden Anniversary. It shall 
securely maintain its intended high standing 
among the esteemed cultural and intellectual in¬ 
stitutions of our freedom-loving country.

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Bradley Speakers 
Invited To Compete 
In Eight Events 

In an effort to pick out the 
most talented speakers at Brad¬ 
ley University, a preliminary 
speech tournament will be held 
from October 16 to 18 in eight 
different events. 

The people who are selected 
from this original screening will 
represent the school at the big 
Bradley Invitational Speech Tour¬ 
nament to be held here the first 
part of November, with schools 
from all over the country com¬ 
peting for honors. 

Original oratory will be given 
in two events, with classes for 
both men and women. The speech 
may be on any subject but shall 
not exceed 1500 words, and a copy 
must be submitted with the entry 
blank. In extemporaneous speech, 
the general subject shall be se¬ 
lected by the province Pi Kappa 
Delta. One hour before speaking, 
each person will draw three top¬ 
ics from which one shall be se¬ 
lected and will be for six to eight 
minutes. 

Radio newscasting will include 
both men and women in the same 
section and live copy will be pro¬ 
vided for reading over the “mike.” 
The four best speakers will par¬ 
ticipate in the final contest which 
will be broadcast over local radio 
stations. 

In the original poetry contest, 
the selections will be read by par¬ 
ticipants and shall not exceed five 
minutes in length. In the discus¬ 
sion event, the subject shall be, 
“What should be done to insure 
peaceful relations among the na¬ 
tions of the world?” and both 
men and women may participate. 
The discussion team shall con¬ 
sist of two persons. 

In the debate event, the na¬ 
tional question shall be used: 
“Resolved, that a federal World 
Government should be estab¬ 
lished.” The team shall consist 
of two persons debating both 
sides of the question, or two sep¬ 
arate teams may be entered. The 
constructive speech will be 10 
minutes and the rebuttal five. 

This tournament and the invi¬ 
tational tournament to be held in 
November are sponsored by Pi 
Kappa Delta, honorary forensic 
fraternity, under the supervision 
and direction of Dr. Clara E. 
Mawhinney, head of the speech 
department.

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Bradley Gets First Defeat 
From Wichita Shockers, 28-7 

Coach Robertson and the Braves traveled to Wichita last Satur¬ 
day where the Shockers from the University of Wichita administered 
a bruising 28 to 7 defeat. It wasn’t until after the fourth quarter 
began that the Braves were able to push across a score. 

The Kansas lads put on a run * -- 

ning display that had the Robert¬ 
son men puzzled. After a score¬ 
less first quarter, the Wichita 
backs turned on the heat, and by 
the end of the first half, the 
score stood at 21 to 0 in favor of 
Wichita. The crippled Bradley 
squad launched only one minor 
offense in the first half, but it 
fell short of the pay dirt area. 

Jimmy Nutter, a Wichita fresh¬ 
man, joined a group of outstand¬ 
ing Shocker backs by turning in a 
sensational performance against 
the Peoria squad.

Selecting George Bernard 
Shaw’s gay comedy, “Anns and 
the Man”, hit play of the 1946-

Players of Virginia will present a 
single performance in the Brad¬ 
ley Fieldhouse on Monday eve¬ 
ning at 8 p. m. 

The brilliant satire on war, rec¬ 
ognized as a prime example of 
the Irish playwright’s wit, was 
chosen by the versatile actors of 


the Barter Theatre for a national 
tour that will reach every state 
in the union. 

Fifteenth Season 
Barter, now in its 15th season, 
is the official State Theatre of 
Virginia and receives financial 
assistance from the Virginia Con¬ 
servation Commission by special 
authority from the Governor. 
Each summer the players put in 
a full season of repertory in 
Abingdon, the home base high in 


the Highlands of Virginia, pro¬ 
ducing approximately fourteen 
plays. 

The entire company is recruit¬ 
ed on Broadway so as to assem¬ 
ble the best of professional thea¬ 
tre people and fuse them into a 
permanent functioning group. 

“Anns and the Man” is hailed 
as an amusing comedy in three 
acts and was written in 1894 by 
the esteemed Irish playwright 
whose gifted pen has produced 
innumerable smash hits.

Played At Potsdam 

Eugene List, hailed as an ad¬ 
mirably equipped virtuoso and a 
true musician, gained world-wide 
acclaim as the “Potsdam Pianist." 
In July, 1945, he entertained mem¬ 
bers of the Big Three diplomatic 
groups with a program ranging 
from the Tschaikowsky Concerto 
to the Missouri Waltz. 

He later achieved world prom¬ 
inence on an extended tour of 
Europe, playing before capacity 
crowds in Berlin, Vienna, Rome, 
Budapest and London. 

He also was invited to the 
Prague International Festival, 
celebrating the 50th anniversary 
of the Czech Philharmonic. 
Soprano Next 

On January 20, 1948, the second 
portion of the “star" series will 
be presented when the famous 
negro soprano, Dorothy Maynor, 
will appear at the Shrine. She has 


been the recipient of the highest 
praise from critics and music 
lovers throughout the country. 

In a single season she has 
appeared as soloist with four of 
the nation’s great Symphony 
orchestras: the N. Y. Philhar¬ 
monic, the Boston Symphony, the 
Philadelphia Orchestra, and the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra.

Native Of Illinois 

Admiral Gallery, who is a na¬ 
tive of Illinois and a graduate of 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
was in command of the carrier 
task force capturing a German 
submarine in the North Atlantic.

Prior to the formation of his 
own concert organization forty- 
one years ago, Bohumir Kryl 
appeared as a cornet soloist with 
the Sousa and Innes bands for 
many years and with these bands 
earned his enviable reputation as 
a cornetist. 

Kryl, a dynamic, fiery, and 
superb conductor, has an enviable 
record through a half-century of 
concert life—this has had only one 
interruption, which was caused by 
the declaration of the First World 
War. At this time he was com¬ 
missioned by the United States 
Government to supervise and 
direct the training of all of the 
Army bands in the various train¬ 
ing camps throughout our coun¬ 
try. 

Joined Circus 

Born in Prague, Bohemia, the 
son of a sculptor, Kryl indulged 
in the various whims of boys and 
ran away from his home to join 
a circus at the age of eleven. In 
this troupe, he was a contortion¬ 
ist, tumbler, jumper and a “boy 
on the flying trapeze”—doubling 
in brass with the comet in the 
grand parade. 


Tucker Releases 
New Regulations 
For '47 Pow-Wow 

Stunt show regulations for the

Six months after a fateful 
circus accident, he was again on 
his way, this time bound for 
America. Sweet melodies and 
tuneful notes from his violin 
helped him earn his passage to 
this country as a member of the 
ships orchestra. 

Some ten years later, John 
Phillip Sousa heard of the young 
cornetist, who was then working 
as a sculptor at Crawfordsville, 
Indiana, persuaded him to lay 
down the chisel and become 
cornet soloist w'ith this band. 


Uses No Baton 

From that day on, Bohumir Kryl 
has risen to one of the few master 
musicians of our present day. He 
was one of the first conductors 
to scorn the use of the baton, 
directing the orchestra through 
the skillful use of his hands only. 

Scrupulous in adhering to the 
slightest whim of the composer, 
the observer will see that for him, 
music is something artistic and 
not a hob-nob something in his 
life. 

A limited number of tickets 
are available at the office of the 
dean of students, room 103, Brad¬ 
ley Hall for parents and dates.

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Everyone likes to do something 
different. 
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Perhaps this has a connection 
with our inborn individuality or the 
urge to make our own mark upon 
the changing horizon of a unique 
world. 

Someone once conceived an idea 
to celebrate Christmas quite differ¬ 
ently than it had ever been cele¬ 
brated before. At a house party 
over the holidays each guest assumed the identity 
of a prominent person, and was obliged to behave 
consistently in the medium of such a person’s life. 

One guest chose St. Francis of Assisi and kept 
getting up in the middle of a meal and throwing 
food out to the birds. Another guest picked the 
•Jolly Miller on the banks of the Dee, singing and 
laughing from morn to night. 

Bouncing about in labored leaps and bounds 
another guest gave an intolerable imitation of 
Pavlova. A married couple, just returned from the 
interior of Africa, persistently flushed the draw¬ 
ing room and parlor of card players and lounge- 
abouts. Jungle explorers were not at a premium, 
however, since another person had chosen the dual 
role of Dr. Johnson and Stanley Livingstone, 
going about shaking hands with himself. 

The experiment ended on rather a sour note 
when the hunchback of Notre Dame rose in indig¬ 
nation from a crouched position as he was injected 
with a horse serum by Louis Pasteur. Pandemon¬ 
ium, and it was hours later before the Count of 
Monte Cristo was released from a basement cell 
and Sir John Falstaff recovered from a debtors 
prison. 

The urge to do something different was never 
again attempted under those circumstances. 


Players Delight Audience With 
Shaw's "Arms And The Man 

Portraying the comic farce of a Balkan war 
interlude before a capacity crowd Monday evening 
in the Bradley Fieldhouse, the Barter Players of 
Virginia gave a performance of “Arms and the 
Man” well exceeding advance plaudits and brought 
down the final curtain in a tumult of applause. 

With Alexander Ivo taking the role of a refugee 
Serbian officer stranded in the dubious setting of 
a young lady’s boudoir, and Margaret Draper act¬ 
ing the part of a somewhat surprised young lady 
of Bulgarian descent, the inevitable intrigue held 
the complete attention of an absorbed and cooper¬ 
ative audience. 

The renowned Barter. Theatre players, support¬ 
ed ably by the eager performances of Gordon 
Sommers, alias Major Petkoff, and Tom McDer¬ 
mott, cast as a non-compromising Bulgarian cav¬ 
alryman, brought the intrigue to a climax well be¬ 
fitting its chocolate soldier theme. 

Tired and sweet-starved, the hunted Captain 
Bluntschli found refuge in the self-styled philos¬ 
ophy that “a mistress is as good as a mile,” even 
among enemy Bulgarian surroundings, and re¬ 
turns one act, and many months, later to claim 
the heart of the heroine. 

George Bernard Shaw might well have inter¬ 
rupted his wood chopping last night to answer 
the fifth curtain call as his famed comedy caught 
the spirit of a tense, appreciative Peoria audience. 
“Arms and the Man” came to the campus as a 
huge success. As such it will be long remembered.

Movie Review 

“THE HUCKSTERS ’—MGM Studios.

Hollywood has so wearied moviegoers with 
studies of female psychotics that a film like “The 
Hucksters” is a welcome surprise. Clark Gable, 
Deborah Kerr, Adolph Menjou, Sydney Green- 
street, Ava Gardner, Keenan Wynn, and Edward 
Arnold make up a cast of stars which gives an 
unquestionable Hooper rating in anybody’s movie- 
land, and they put forth their best talents. 

“Metro” uses Frederic Wakeman’s novel to tell 
the story of how Clark Gable suddenly goes sane. 
He does it the hard way—the radio advertising 
business—stressing the theme of necessity for a 
man to preserve his individualism. 

The Wakeman story told of Vic Norman (Clark 
Gable), a war veteran who almost becomes a soft- 
spoken yes-man under the pressure of a tyrant 
named Evan Evans. Gable doesn’t get a chance 
to say much. In his three big scenes with Evans 
he barely gets a word in edgeways. 

Sydney Greenstreet turns every ridiculous 
cliche into an even more ridiculous phrase. He 
throws his hat out the window to illustrate “a 
straw in the wind,”- and observes his removable 
plate when he tells his employees to “get your 
teeth into it.” Greenstreet uses all of his power to 
rob other men of their self respect. 

Adolph Menjou is excellent as Kimberley, the 
most prosperous moral wreck in the one-man’s 
fiasco. Kimberley represents what all Evans’ 
stooges soon become, and to compensate for being 
a weakling of a man he becomes a tyrant to his 
wife. Vic Norman’s efforts to resist such a fate 
constitutes the main story line of the picture. 

Gable makes a perfect Vic Norman, because 
he hits the right cynical emphasis on his heavy 
parts; however, there are moments, at the begin¬ 
ning, and near the finish, when he tries a little 
too hard to put himself across. 

Ava Gardner plays the part of “the other 
woman” who is a night club singer in love with 
Gable. Her performance is very serene and 
worldly wise. 

Deborah Kerr plays opposite Gable, and brings 
charm to the role of a very romantic, but refined 
heroine. She is an Army officer’s widow instead 
of Wakeman’s philandering wife—this guarantees 
a happy ending.

University, England, Tuesday^ November 4, in the first international 
debate ever held on this campus. Discussing the question: “Re¬ 
solved that the social and economic arguments for the nationaliza¬ 
tion of basic industries are over-*-— 

whelming" the Oxford team will 


uphold the affirmative. 

Chosen by Debate Coach David 
M. White to represent Bradley 
are veteran debaters, Ross E. 
Morris, Peoria, and William R. 
White, Cuyohoga Falls, Ohio. 
They will meet two seasoned de¬ 
baters from the English univer¬ 
sity, Mr. David Kenneth Harris 
and the Honorable Anthony N. 
Wedgewood-Ben. They have var¬ 
ied backgrounds, and both have 
been extremely active in Oxford 
affairs. Twenty-eight-year-old 
Harris is the grandson of a 
South Wales miner, while Wedg- 
wood-Benn (who comes by the 
title of “Honorable" through the 
fact that his father is a Viscount) 
is a “public" school boy. Both 
men were officers of the R. A. F. 
during the war, Harris serving 
as a liaison officer attached to 
the Medical Corps for Psychiatri¬ 
cal Research, whereas Wedgwood- 
Benn was a pilot-officer. He 
served in England, South Africa 
and the Middle Fleet Air Arm.

Returning to Oxford after the 
war, Mr. Harris helped to refound 
the university magazine “Isis," 
where he served as dramatic 
critic and literary editor. He is a 
contributor to various English 
magazines and has broadcast over 
the B. B. C. 

Mr. Wedgwood-Benn has been 
busy at Oxford since his return, 
too, for he is president of the 
Oxford Union Society. Having 
received his A. B. degree in Poli¬ 
tics in June, 1946, he is working 
on an advanced degree. His favor¬ 
ite Viscount Stansgate was Sec¬ 
retary of State for Air during 
1945-46. 

Oxford opened its current 
American tour with debates at 
Columbia, Yale and Harvard uni¬ 
versities. Bradley is the only 
school outside of the “Big Nine” 
schools to be put on the mid-west 
itinerary of the English team.

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Marshall Plan For Europe Receives 
Full Approval uf Bradley Social Scientists 

Since its introduction in the late summer months, the Marshall Plan has been the subject of coni 

hP^ often wondered about the summarized opinion of social science faculty mem- 

k 1, . d w ^ thou t f urther procrastination, we put the question to them bluntly. To wit, “What do 
you think of the Marshall Plan?” * --- ’ 

Dean Schroeder commented: “It’s too bad we 
need to do this, but our economy is directly re¬ 
lated to that of Europe. There is no isolation— 
their prosperity is ours; their trouble is ours.” 

From Dr. Philip came this remark: “The Mar¬ 
shall Plan is a stop-gap measure meant to aug¬ 
ment the resources of European nations. It is an 
investment in terms of future business. However, 
any extensions of help must have no strings 
attached. If we avoid another war we will be 
amply repaid.” 

Mr. Utley remarked: “The Marshall Plan is 
not a plan. It is an offer of our help to those coun¬ 
tries that want it. We have- no alternative; we 
already have 300,000 lives and fifty years of our 
natural resources invested in the struggle. We 
cannot retreat to the myth of isolation. Repay¬ 
ment is not necessary. The ‘Plan’ is psychological¬ 
ly sound.” 

•Mr. Van Allen: “As a measure for economic 
rehabilitation the Plan is good; however, it will 
be futile unless it is supplemented with long range 
educational measures.” 

Added Mr. Heghin: “If the Plan operates as 
its paper model represents it, it is good. If the 
aided countries continue to cooperate afffer they 
have been re-established, the plan will have suc¬ 
ceeded. The Plan is not purely humanitarian; it 
has political implications. The Plan will provide 
the greatest service if it breaks down the national 
jealousies and promotes faith and confidence 
among peoples.”

In the light of increased impetus of Bradley 
athletics the ever important question of schedul¬ 
ing major opposition is sporadically mentioned.

The Braves can certainly hold their own against 
most of this opposition in any of the four sports, 
and probably dominate the play in basketball and 
baseball. Statistics from the past prove that Brad¬ 
ley plays as high caliber schedule as any of these 
opponents—while maintaining a record that ex- 
ceeds the .500 mark. 

At first the scheduling of conference foes could 
be held to a minimum, giving the Braves a chance 
to gain momentum and arrange a schedule that 
would present only the more prominent confer- 
ence opponents. 

The influence of this arrangement upon the 
local football picture would be breath-taking. Big 
time football would at long last be brought to 
Peoi ia. Basketball, baseball and track events 
would attract an interest never known before at 
Bradley. 

Prestige gained from playing in a major con¬ 
ference would rank Bradley along with the out¬ 
standing universities now dominating the sport 
picture.

END OF WAR — Public Law* 

239 sets July 25, 1947, as the

official end of World War II for 
the purpose of computing eligi¬ 
bility for veterans’ bentfits under 
the G-I Bill and Public Law 16. 
As a result, education and train¬ 
ing under both laws must be com¬ 
pleted by most veterans by July 
24, 1956. 

INCREASED MINIMUMS FOR 
DISABLED—Public Law 338 pro¬ 
vides for automatic increases in 
the minimum allowances paid vet¬ 
erans in training under Public 
Law 16 whoe disabilities are rated 
at 30 per cent or higher. The new 
minima are $115 a month without 
dependents and $135 a month 
with one dependent. Additional 


allowances are made for more 
than one dependent. The law re¬ 
quires no action by disabled 
trainees entitled to the higher 
rates because the increases, ef¬ 
fective September 1, 1947, will be 
paid automatically with the fol¬ 
lowing check. 

EARNING REPORTS—G-I Bill 
students studying full time need 
file only an estimate of earnings 
on registration. The amount of 
subsistence allowance will be 
computed from these estimates. 
The periodic reports of actual 
earnings filed by veteran-stu¬ 
dents in the past no longer will 
be required unless there is evi¬ 
dence that earnings exceed the 
estimates.

Are Compulsory Chapels Necessary? 

Students Object—Editor Answers 


Dear Editor: 

As Bradley students we are directly affected by, 
and definitely concerned with, any edicts issued 
by the school authorities. 

It is generally admitted that Bradley is not a 
conservative school, in fact, in the opinion of 
many, this University is definitely progressive. 
But in the midst of this apparent progressiveness 
there appears a policy which we would like to ques¬ 
tion—and even protest: the school’s policy of re¬ 
quired chapel attendance. 

First, we wish to question the logic governing 
this regulation. True, the enforced attendance will 
bring a larger audience, but is it an interested 
audience, or is it merely composed of students 
who are unwillingly sacrificing an hour in order 
to prevent a grade point reduction ? It may be said 
that the hour spent at these lectures is not sacri¬ 
ficed, but after all, do psychologists not say that 
all learning must be accompanied by a willingness 
to learn ? Any student entering the chapel because 
he is forced to is obviously entering with an antag¬ 
onistic view toward the speaker. His mind is com¬ 
pletely immune to any stimulus from the time he 
puts his name on his chapel ticket until he places 
that ticket in the collection basket. 

We agree that chapel attendance is worthwhile, 
and we further agree that some of the lecturers 
who have appeared and who will appear at Bradley 
have much meritorious information to present to 
both the faculty and the student body. But after 
all, are we, the students, not sufficiently matured 
to evaluate the importance of obtaining knowledge 
through the experiences or opinions of the so- 
called men of authority? We have all entered 
school of our own volition, and we all realize that 
education is not a plaything for those who can 
afford it, but a business designed and necessary 
for success. We have each selected our own course 
of study. We each have some faint concept of 
what we wish as our final goal. In other words, 
we have assumed the initiative in this, our educa¬ 
tion. Are compulsory chapels an attempt to wrest 
this initiative from us? 

Moreover, we suggest that this procedure is not 
only unfair to the students, but also to the speak¬ 
ers. To illustrate this point we wish to direct a 
question to the faculty: Would you, as educators, 
prefer to speak to a large unresponsive audience, 
or to a small, thoroughly interested group ? 

We realize, of course, the faculty committee in 
charge of chapels is concerned primarily with the 
welfare of the students; therefore, we further sug¬ 
gest that chapels attendance should be made en¬ 
tirely voluntary, and a record of the text of each 
lecture be made available to all students. 

Finally, we wish to state that we are open to 
all criticism of our opinions and would appreciate 
any logical arguments by the school authorities.

To whom it may concern: 

The policy of chapel attendance is not new at 
Bradley, nor is it a program entirely limited to 
this institution as some may be tempted to pre¬ 
sume. Provided for the edification of the student 
body at considerable expense to the university, 
this program is intended to lend an atmosphere of 
education and culture to the established curric¬ 
ulum. 

Primarily concerned with fitting active, intel¬ 
ligent citizens for their chosen place in society, 
an educational institution is morally bound to 
expose such a lecture program to its students. 

Attendance on an optional basis has been tried. 
Its failure can be attributed to a lack of the exact 
cooperation which is often suggested as a solution. 

Students who have shown the incentive to 
enter a course of study at an advanced level seldom 
need be informed of the educational value in such 
a chapel program. Prominent statesmen, eminent 
authorities in all fields and representatives of 
every medium of thought are presented regularly 
on their scholastic doorstep. They need only grant 
the lecturers a hearing. 

In addition, here at Bradley, outstanding musi¬ 
cal and dramatic events are scheduled, which often 
serve the place of a regularly scheduled chapel. 
Permission has been granted to attend these and 
receive credit for an unattended program. 

If this program can be considered an intrusion 
upon the educational pursuits of the student body, 
it sorely proves that some portion of our members 
desire to remain in the narrow, biased world of 

their own. This, it is hoped, is not true.

Added To Teaching Staff 


Six newcomers to Bradley are* 
on the teaching staff of the 
Physics department this year, 
William Azbell, acting head of 
the department, announced this 
week. 

The new faculty members are 
Dr. Ralph Hoyt Bacon and Wal 
lace B. Miner, associate profes 
sors; Chalmer Nash Patterson 
assistant professor; Roman Pitz 
en, Robert Lamavreaux and Dr 
Ernst W. Landen, part time in¬ 
structors. 

Dr. Bacon, who has his A. B. 
from Fordham University, A. M. 
from Columbia University, and 
Ph. D. from New York Univer¬ 
sity, came here from Newark 
(N. J.) College of Engineering 
where he was assistant profes¬ 
sor of physics. He has taught at 
the College of the City of New 
York, Drew University, Saint 
Joseph's College for Women, and 
New York University. During 
the war he was mathematician 
and ballistician for the War De¬ 
partment, Frankford Arsenal, 
Philadelphia, Pa. For two years 
he was ahead of the Ballistic 
and Quality Control section at 
the arsenal. 

Bacon With Fairchild 

Within the last two years Dr. 
Bacon has also been Senior 
Physicist and Project Engineer 
with the Fairchild Camera and 
Instrument Corporation, Jamai¬ 
ca, N. Y. He is a member of the 
American Physical Society, 
American Association of Phy¬ 
sics Teachers, American Statis¬ 
tical Association, American So¬ 
ciety for Quality Control, and 
Army Ordnance Asociation. 

Wallace B. Miner comes to 
Bradley after a lifetime of work 
in the physical sciences in 
Indiana. He received his A. B. at 
Indiana Central College and his 
A. M. at Indiana University. Fol¬ 
lowing four years of teaching 
at Indiana Central College he 
joined the staff of Indiana Uni¬ 
versity, where he has been teach¬ 
ing for the last nine years. Dur¬ 
ing the war Mr. Miner served as 
head ground instructor in the 
pilot training program at In¬ 
diana University.

Patterson New 

New assistant professor is 
Chalmer Nash Patterson, who 
comes to Bradley after six years 
with the Army Aair Force.

“Hear the bells! What a world of 
merriment their melody foretells.” 
Now we here at Bradley hear the 
dulcit tones of bells ringing out 
over the campus three times a 
day. 

Perhaps you have imagined the 
bell ringer to be the Bradley ver¬ 
sion of Quasimodo, groping 
laboriously up the winding stairs 
to the tower in order to jump 
from bell to bell while fiendishly 
hitting them with a hammer, and 
looking like someone with bats 
in his belfry.

Although 
no bells are actually rung, the in¬ 
strument reproduces the sound of 
bells which is amplified on four 
loudspeakers. 

Music must be played much 
slower than it is written so that 
the bell tone will cease reverber¬ 
ating before another note is 
struck.

Oxford University 
Scholarships Open 
To Bradley Students 

Rhodes scholarships at Oxford 
University in England, are again 
being offered to students of 
Bradley University. Perhaps the 
most outstanding feature of the 
new Rhodes Scholarship is the 
allowance made for war service. 
This is for the benefit of men 
with armed forces membership 
as well as men who were defer¬ 
red by draft boards in order to 
perpetuate essential industry 
necessary for the war effort. In 
order to allow for war service, 
the age limitation and the lift¬ 
ing of the marriage ban have 
been introduced. The scholar¬ 
ship also provides a scholar with 
400 pounds ($2000), and an ad¬ 
ditional 100 pounds ($500) spec¬ 
ial allowance a year which is 
determined by a board of trus¬ 
tees that vary the special allow¬ 
ance according to the economic 
standards of England. 

Selection of individuals is 
based on the following qualifica¬ 
tions: the first two being consi¬ 
dered the most important; 

1. Literary and scholastic 
ability and attainments, 

2. Qualities of manhood, 
truth, courage, devotion to 
duty, 

3. Showing of moral force of 
character and of instincts to 
lead and to take interest in 
his schoolmates. 

4. Physical vigor as shown 
by participation in outdoor 
sports or in other ways. 


Red And White Carnations At 1896 
Dinner Decide Bradley Colors 

Every student on the campus has, at one time or another, given 
out with a cheer for the “red and white" which symbolize Bradley. 
Not many of these students, however, actually know just how Brad¬ 
ley got ite colors of red and white.* - 

A clear explanation was made 


by Clarence E. Comstock, a mem¬ 
ber of the original faculty. He 
said, “At a dinner held in late 
1896, President William Rainey 
Harper of the University of Chi¬ 
cago, who acted as advisor to 
Mrs. Bradley in making plans for 
the founding and program of the 
school, asked the question con¬ 
cerning official school colors. It 
so happened that the table decor¬ 
ations included red and white 
carnations. Mrs. Bradley replied, 
‘Why not use the red and white 
of the flowers as the colors?’" 


Other aspects of selection are 
as follows: 

1. Applicant must be a male 
citizen of the United States 
with at least 5 years resi¬ 
dence; 

2. Be of an age between 19 
to 25; 

3. Have at least junior 
standing in a degree-grant¬ 
ing University or College of 
the United States of Ameri¬ 
ca. 

All applications are decided 
upon by the Committees of Se¬ 
lection which have the first 
voice in screening applicants. 
Each states has a Committee of 
Selection which forwards three 
candidates to the District Com¬ 
mittee which, in turn, nominate 
six men who are to represent 
their states as Rhodes scholars 
at Oxford. 


And thus the colors were adopted 
for use. 

Mr. Comstock also stated that 
when the school was officially 
opened on October 3, 1897, faculty 
members wore ribbons of red and 
white as they marched in the 
procession. Mr. Comstock still 
has the ribbons he wore on that 
eventful day. 

The school color as worn by 
athletes, as shown on the school 
flag, and on the service flag in 
honor of those serving in World 
War II, has been red and white 
letters or stars. 

Power Plant Now

Mechanical Engineering Lab¬ 
oratory classes began last week 
in Holmes Hall, thus beginning a 
new era in Bradley’s engineering 
curricula.

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Siepert Letter 
Reveals History 
Of School Flower

In glancing back over the books published recently it is apparent 
that definite techniques were used, especially in the field of fiction. 
Two first novels, both by women, revealed talents far above the 
ordinary and perhaps forecast coming developments of a technical 
nature in fiction. Both employed a modified stream-of-consciousness 
narrative method, reminiscent of the procedure of the recently 
rediscovered Henry James, or*-- 


perhaps of Virginia Woolf. 

The first was "Do I Wake or 
Sleep” by Elizabeth Bolton, which 
sets down the perceptions of the 
woman Millicent during a crucial 
24-hour span in the year 1939. 
The happenings thus presented 
not only vitalize three leading 
characters but also bring forth 
the impact of the coming of the 
upon life in New York city. 

The other novel was "Delta 
Wedding,” the first novel-length 
narrative by an author who here¬ 
tofore confined her activity to 
the writing of short stories— 
Eudora Welty. In this novel, as 
in Miss Bolton’s, the narrative is 
a record of the perceptions of a 
sensitive but limited observer— 
this time a young visiting cousin 
at a wedding on a Mississippi 
delta plantation. The book is a 
subtle evocation of the scene as 
well as of the members of a fam¬ 
ily of the deep south. 

Another fictional technique 
which flourished during the past 
year was that of satire, much of 
it quite ferocious. A variety of 
groups and institutions were at¬ 
tacked: Frederick Wakeman’s 
“The Hucksters” satirized adver¬ 
tising and the radio. Helen 
Howe’s "We Happy Few” gibed 
at a snobbish group who lived in 
Cambridge, Mass., but who had 
recognizable prototypes among 
the intellectuals of many other 
towns and cities. John Mar- 
quand’s novel, "B. F.’s Daughter,” 
satirized many contemporary at¬ 
titudes. These three were very 
popular: all made best-seller lists. 

Less popular, but equally biting, 
were Pat Frank’s "Mr. Adams,” 
a somewhat Rabelaisian fantasy 
which took off the Washington 
scene; Bentz Plagermann’s "All 
for the Best,” which struck at 
various aspects of civilian and 
naval life, and Jerome Weidman’s 
"Too Early to Tell,” which dealt 
harshly with the wartime activi¬ 
ties of the OWI. 

The recurrent scenes were per¬ 
haps the most noteworthy tech¬ 
nical trends in fiction. In other 
outstanding novels, techniques of 
varied sorts, none very new, were 
used to consider several return¬ 
ing themes all of which had come 
to seem very important during 
the war — politics, religion, ra¬ 
cial relationships, the war and 
history. 

Among the novels dealing with 
political problems one at least 
was outstanding as a technical 
achievement — Robert Penn War¬ 
ren’s "All the King’s Men.” This 
account of the rise and fall of a 
southern demagogue who in 
many ways greatly resembled 
Huey Long was interesting for 
its style and for the employment 
of the flashback. In addition, it 
had a good deal to say about 
problems of U. S. government and 
society. Less interesting techni¬ 
cally was Upton Sinclair’s old 


fashioned n a r r ative carrying 
along the saga of Lanny Budd, 
"A World to Win.” Alfred Hayes’ 
"All Thy Conquests,” dealt with 
the political problem abroad, pre¬ 
senting as it did a grim picture 
of postwar Rome during the oc¬ 
cupation. 

Books with religious themes, 
treating a topic quite important 
in U. S. fiction in late years, in¬ 
cluded Gladys Schmitt’s "David 
the King,” Dorthy Clarke Wil¬ 
son’s "The Herdsman” (the story 
of Amos), Russell Janney's "Mir¬ 
acle of the Bells,” Elizabeth Hol¬ 
lister Frost’s "Mary and the Spin¬ 
ners” and Donald A. Stauffer’s 
"The Saint and the Hunchback.” 
Of these, the last was the most 
mature and rewarding. 

Racial problems offered char¬ 
acters, plots and themes for sev¬ 
eral workmanlike novels. The 
problem of the Negro received 
consideration in the melodra¬ 
matic, but rather moving book 
“Third Ward, Newark” by Curtis 
Lucas, and in Ann Petry’s more 
lifelike picture of her own race 
in Harlem in "The Street.” Jo 
Sinclair’s "Waste Land” was an 
intense study of a Jewish family, 
and Arthur Miller’s "Focus” was 
a work of real merit which made 
a blasting attack on anti-Semi¬ 
tism. 

There were also a number of 
works by writers who, like some 
in the years after World War I, 
set forth accounts of life in the 
armed services. Thomas Hegen’s 
"Mr. Roberts,” for instance, was 
a collection of short stories viv¬ 
idly representing the tedium of 
war inactivity. Robert Lowry’s 
"Casualty,” which dealt with a 
photoreconnaissance outfit in

In a letter written March 19, 
1947, shortly before his death, by 
the late Albert F. Siepert, vice 
president of Bradley, he told 
about the school flower and how 
it was chosen. 

"In the 10th anniversary volume 
of the yearbook published in 1907 
this statement was made at the 
banquet by O. J. Bailey, President 
of the Board of Trustees, ’At the 
plates tonight there are strewn 
beautiful roses, red roses. I want 
to say that Mrs. Bradley had a 
hand in plucking these roses from 
her own profuse bushes. The rose 
has been her pride, it has been her 
flower. I suggest that hereafter 
Bradley Polytechnic Institute 
make the rose its flower/ 

“Accordingly, the official seal 
has had a single rose as the cen¬ 
tral feature of the design.” 


the "Adventures of Wesly Jack- 
son,” a novel below his best 
achievements. 

The historical novel flourished. 
In 1946, however, there was no 
outstanding successful work in 
this field. The best works in this 
genre included "The Fields” by 
Conrad Richter, "The American” 
by Howard Fast and "Holdfast 
Gaines” by Odell and Willard 
Shepard. Less successful artisti¬ 
cally but generally more popular 
were Frank Yerby’s "Foxes of 
Harrow,” Inglis Fletcher's "Toil 
of the Brave” and Theda Ken¬ 
yon’s "That Skipper from Ston- 
ington.”. 

Like Saroyan, a number of es¬ 
tablished authors were represent¬ 
ed by novels which did not great¬ 
ly add to their reputations. Ex¬ 
amples were Theodore Dreiser’s 
"The Bulwark,” James T. Far¬ 
rell’s "Bernard Claire,” Pearl 
Buck’s "Pavilion of Women,” 
Charles Jackson’s "Fall of Valor,” 
Louis Paul’s "Breakdown,” Tay¬ 
lor Caldwell’s "This Side of Inno¬ 
cence” and James Branch Ca¬ 
bell’s "There Were Two Pirates.” 

A number of the top-flight fic¬ 
tion writers of the country pro¬ 
duced no works whatever during 
last year—Katherine Ann Porter, 
Ernest Hemingway, Sinclair Lew¬ 
is, John Steinbeck, John Dos Pas- 
sos, Glenway Westcock, Erskine 
Caldwell and Willa Cather. Sev¬ 
eral of these were readying nov¬ 
els, some of which have subse¬ 
quently been published, making 
1947 a better year for U. S. fic¬ 
tion.

Merits Of Watchmaking At Bradley 
Noted In Brief Study Of Curriculum 

The Bradley University School of Horology, which has the dis¬ 
tinction of being the oldest in the United States, is graduating yearly, 
men and women highly trained in the profession of watch making. 
In its nearly six decades of existence—it was founded in 1892—well 
over six thousand students from every state in the Union and many 
foreign countries have been train- * 




ed in this school. 

The watch making industry, 
which horology history accepts 
as having been originated in Ger¬ 
many, was confined until the last 
half of the 19th century to a few 
European countries, particularly 
to Switzerland and England. 

Horology schools were founded 
many years ago in European 
countries, and gradually the idea 
entered the educational curricu¬ 
lum of American colleges and uni¬ 
versities. 

As a result, a School of Horol¬ 
ogy was brought to Bradley. 
Throughout its long history the 
school has maintained its tradi¬ 
tion of leadership and is recog¬ 
nized for its excellence wherever 
the jewelry trade exists. 

On the completion of the gen 
eral course, which requires from 
nine to twelve months, a student 
may either continue his studies 
into the advanced theory and 
technical study of watchwork, or 
may obtain one of the many posi¬ 
tions open to graduates of the 
school. 

To men and women who desire 
the finest training available in 
this field, the Bradley University 
School of Horology offers excel¬ 
lent facilities and the services of 
its expert instructors.

Bradley dropped a close one Saturday evening to a fine Miami 
squad that wouldn’t say die. After the Braves had fought their 
way into the lead of a high scoring grid battle, the Redskins con¬ 
nected on a last minute pass to win a thrilling tussle, 32 to 27. 

Many writers have advanced theories as to how the Bradley 
squad should have won the game. Some have even gone so far as 
to say the fault was entirely on the shoulders of the boys who played 
so heroicly against a team conceded a two touchdown advantage 
before the game. We feel that these criticisms are not fair to the 
team. 

No one is trying to ignore the fact that mistakes were made. 
However, before we say that because of these errors the Bradley 
team lost, let us reiterate there were errors in the Miami aggregation 
of vital importance, too.

Another point to prove Miami also erred was shown by the fact 
that Wilson was allowed to crash through into the secondary and 
snag a hand off from the Miami quarterback. If he had been shoul¬ 
der blocked in the manner so effectively used up to this point, it is 
doubtful whether the rookie would have scored. Johnny was playing 
heads-up ball, and the fact that he wasn’t brushed as the halfback 
scampered downfield on a fake, gave him an opportunity to steal 
the handoff and race downfield to put the Braves out in front. 

The Braves were hindered in their offense when Stone left the 
game, but to say they were lost is not correct. According to our 
statistics the Braves roared on to two touchdowns even after Stone 
left the game. Constructive criticism is what is needed now, not a 
Monday morning account of how the game should have been played. 
No one needs to tell the boys that they have lost, they know it and 
feel it more deeply than any spectator. What should be done, is to 
praise the team for their determination and fortitude against an 
opponent of such high ability.

Fullback Powerful 

Coach Harry Gamage has built 
his attack around two fine ball 
carriers, Howard Blumbardt and 
Jack Van Arsdale. Blumhardt, 
who plays at fullback, is a power¬ 
ful line plunger, and can be count¬ 
ed on to pick up plenty of yard¬ 
age. Incidentally, Blumhardt is 
the boy who scored the Coyote 
touchdown against Marquette 
University.

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Braves Drop Thrilling 
Game To Redskins, 32-27 

Bradley and Miami played the best ball game of the season Sat¬ 
urday night, as the locals lost a thrilling battle 32 to 27. The Braves 
entered the game as the underdog, but the Robertson coached squad 
fought their way into the lead late in the fourth quarter and for a 
few minutes it appeared that the Red and White would hand the 
invaders their first loss of the* 


season. However, the Ohio team 
punched over a touchdown with 
only 25 seconds remaining, to 
snatch the contest from the Brad¬ 
ley aggregation. 

The fans, who had seen the 
Braves roar up the field to over¬ 
come a 26 13 deficit, were stunned 
by the last minute play by the 
Redskins. With a little over one 
minute remaining in the last quar¬ 
ter the Ohio squad zoomed back 
into the game by coming 85 yards 
to score before the gun ended the 
game. 

Winning Tally 

Mel Olix, the great Miami quar¬ 
terback, passed to Bill Stoner for 
69 yards. Then, with the ball rest¬ 
ing on the 12 yard line, the same 
combination picked up another 
10 yards on a flat pass. At this 
point the Braves tightened their 
defense and held for one down, 
but Olix smashed through center 
for the winning score and the 
Bradley victory was erased. 

The outstanding play of Gib 
Carl and Billy Stone was respon¬ 
sible for the Bradley showing in 
the first half. With Stone run¬ 
ning wild through the Miami sec¬ 
ondary, Carl continually dropped 
the pigskin into the hands of the 
fleet-footed back field ace, who 
scored once in each of the first 
two periods. 

Braves Score 

With less than four minutes 
gone in the first stanza, Carl hit 
Stone with a pass that was good 
for 45 yards and the first score 
of the evening. Peterson then 
toed the line and converted to 
put the Braves out in front, 7 to 0. 
The lead was narrowed down a 


few minutes later, when a Miami 
pass from Olix to Bickel was good 
for 52 yards, and Wipple ripped 
his way into the end zone from 
the 5 yard line. The Miami con 
version was wide, and the quarter 
ended with Bradley out in front, 
7 to 6. 

The Carl to Stone combination 
was good for another score soon 
after the second quarter got 
underway, and the fans were be¬ 
ginning to sense an upset. How¬ 
ever, Miami charged back into 
the ball game on a couple of ex 
cellent passes, and with Olix and 
Bickel joining forces, the Gilman 
coached squad was able to take 
a 19 to 13 lead at halftime.

“Twelfth Night,” by William Shakespeare, a 
popular play in the National Classic Theater 
repertoire, will be presented at the Bradley field- 
house next Tuesday evening, November 18, at 
8:15 p. m. 

Few comedies today can boast of such a varied 
crew of fun makers as the aptly named Sir Toby 
Belch, the dim-witted Sir Andrew and the mis¬ 
chievous Maria, who bedevil the poor deluded 
Malvolie. And few can top the hilarious mis¬ 
adventures which befall Viola when she masquer¬ 
ades as a man, and finds herself the object of 
another woman’s passionate pursuit. 

Good Comedy 

Modern audiences, forgetting that Shakespeare’s 
comedy as well as his tragedy is timeless, find it 
difficult to believe the humor in this venerable 
play can be as fresh and mirth provoking as the 
best modern comedy. They also fail to realize

Dr. Donald J. Hughes, director 
of nuclear physics of the Argon 
National Laboratories of Chi¬ 
cago, will speak to the League of

p. m. The meeting, open to the 
public, will be held at the Peoria 
Women’s Club auditorium. 

The Argon National Labora¬ 
tories is one of the centers of 
atomic research for civilian de¬ 
velopment of atomic energy set 
up by our new U. S. Atomic com¬ 
mission. 

Dr. Hughes, an artist at inter¬ 
preting scientific data to make it 
clear and interesting to the lay¬ 
men, will have as his subject, 
The Social Implications of Atomic 
Power. 


Presenting a lecture entitled, 
“Radio, Pawn of Politicians and 
Hucksters”, Dr. Rolf Kaltenborn, 
critic and writer on radio broad¬ 
casting, will address students 
and friends at 8:15 p.m. tonight 
in the Bradley Fieldhouse. 

Dr. Kaltenborn has specialized 
in the social effects of radio for 
many years. His Ph.D. treatise on 
radio and politics, which he wrote 
at Yale University, gave an im¬ 
partial judgment of the problems 
inherent in keeping radio free 
from undue political pressure. 

Before the war Dr. Kaltenborn 
conducted a course at the univer¬ 
sity of Miami on the study of 
radio as a social institution. Later 
he organized a lecture course for 
the New School of Social Re¬ 
search in New York, which pre¬ 
sented a critical appraisal of 
American broadcasting. 

The lecture by Dr. Kaltenborn 
is a regularly scheduled event of 
the Bradley student lectureship 
program and is applicable toward 
chapel attendance requirements.

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Dispute Over Homecoming Awards 
May End Traditional Festival 


In the wake of some caustic remonstration, 
concerning the judgment of Homecoming activ¬ 
ities, it might be well to reflect a moment upon 
the basic issues of this unnecessary dispute. An 
effort has been made, excluding personalities and 
prejudices, to unfold many pertinent facts direct¬ 
ly relative to the problem. 

Since this remonstration mainly concerns the 
method and manner of judgment, the factors 
lying behind this screen must be presented to 
illuminate the fallacy of these charges. 

Upon agreement of all organizations involved 
judges for the Homecoming competition were 
chosen secretly by the authorized faculty chair¬ 
man. They were a representative group of offi¬ 
cials; Deans of Men and Women and Directors 
of Music and Dramatic departments of college 
and university faculties in Illinois and Indiana. 
None of the judges had any affiliation with Brad¬ 
leys past or present, nor was any subjected to 
influence by any person connected with the 
university. 

Basis of judgment, by previous agreement of 
all organizations in stunt shows, concerned origin¬ 
ality (25%), appropriateness to Homecoming 
(25%), entertainment value (25%), costumes 
(10%), scenery (10%), and speed in setting up 
and removing scenery (5%). In float and house 
decoration judgment was based upon originality 
(25%), appropriateness to Homecoming (25%), 
design (25%), and attractiveness (25%). The 
ruling of the judges was classified final . 

President David B. Owen, in a statement 
offered to the SCOUT Monday afternoon from 
Milwaukee—where he was attending a confer¬ 
ence of educators—expressed the need for a new 
approach to the annual Homecoming festival. 

“To put it mildly, I am bitterly disappointed 
at certain individuals and certain organiza¬ 
tions, especially those . . . organizations, which 
saw fit to make gaudy public display of large 
signs questioning the integrity of their own 
University and the honesty of its officials. 
That will be hard to forget. 

“As to steps to be taken to prevent a recur¬ 
rence of such incidents, I cannot say a great 
deal more than I said last spring and last sum¬ 
mer, when I warned the fraternities and soror¬ 
ities that such disappointment and bitterness 
would be almost inevitable if they insisted on 
returning to a form of cut-throat competition 
in which the opinion of a few judges, subject 
always to human error, would necessarily be¬ 
stow the coveted honors in each competition on 
some one organization, with all of the others 
thus becoming losers, despite the excellence of 
their entries. I can sympathize fully with the

disappointment they felt and can only say that 
the fraternities and sororities themselves, by 
their own vote, created this situation and also, 
by their own vote, decided the number and type 
of judges and manner of their selection. 

“As has always been the case, we are still 
open to all suggestions for changing this situa¬ 
tion ; but, at the present time, I can see no other 
solution than the complete elimination or dras¬ 
tic curtailment of all competitive activity at 
Homecoming time. Surely, in future years, it 
would be far better to have no Homecoming at 
all, or simply to have a game and a dance, than 
to have Homecoming end in the regrettable way 
that it has this year.” 

The traditional atmosphere of the Bradley 
Homecoming Festival, which has drawn the re¬ 
spect of other colleges and universities, apparently 
has lifted, leaving in its place only the common 
ground of less impressive celebrations. In a period 
of nearly thirty years and during the reign of 
three administrations, the fall festival flourished 
upon the nourishment of school spirit and coopera¬ 
tion. Its passing, if such becomes the case, re¬ 
flects little credit upon current trends in collegi¬ 
ate life.

Lecture Given 
By Air General 
On Armistice Day 

In a special Armistice Day 
chapel, held Tuesday morning in 
the Fieldhouse, Maj. Gen. Frank¬ 
lin O. Carroll, director of Re¬ 
search and Development, Air Ma¬ 
teriel Command, Wright Field, 
lectured to a capacity crowd of 
students and friends. 

Keynote of Gen. Carroll’s 
speech emphasized the need of 
continued prepardedness in the 
ranks of his command and stress¬ 
ed the need of security for the 
preservation of world peace. 

Gen. Carroll served as comman¬ 
der of the Engineering Division, 
Air Materiel Command, during 
the early years of World War II. 
During that time the Boeing B-29, 
Super Fortress, the Northrop P- 
61 Black Widow, jet-propelled air¬ 
craft, and other aerial weapons 
were developed. 

In August, 1945, he became Di¬ 
rector of the Air Evaluation 
Board for the Southwest Pacific 
Theatre with headquarters in the 
Philippine Islands.

Bradley Ends Home Season 
With Battle Against Bees 

The Bradley Braves will close their home football season this 
Friday night, when they meet the St. Ambrose Bees in what appears 
to be the grudge game of the year. Last season the two teams 
met in Davenport, and the Braves slipped and slid through the mud 

★to a 6-0 victory. 

Ambrose has yet to win a game 
from the local lads. This will be 
the fourth meeting between the 
two schools, and the Bees will be 
out to avenge three previous 
losses. The heaviest score against 
the Davenport aggregiation was 
compiled back in 1929, when the 
Robertson squad scored 54 points 
to 13 for the Bees. 

Mooney Outstanding 
Coach Larry (Moon) Mullins 
has a good ball club this year 
which features many outstanding 
Peoria area athletes. Jack Moo¬ 
ney, a former Chillicothe ace, is 
leading the St. Ambrose backs in 
touchdowns and in average yards 
gained. Although Jack weighs 
but 145 pounds, the star halfback 
has consistently averaged 8.8 
yards per try. 

The Bradley team will face one 
of the heaviest lines of the year, 
when they take the field Friday 
evening. The Bees have rolled 
along this year due primarily to 
their strong line. A check at their 
season record shows us that they 
have won 5 and lost 2. Their 
latest conquest was a 39 to 13 
victory over a rugged St. Thomas 
team. The bulwark of the St. Am¬ 
brose line is Joy Lucas, a 198 
pound tackle from Streator, who 
is one of the best linemen ever to 
matriculate at the Davenport 
college. 

Driskell And Wilson Shine 

The Robertson team, which has 
suffered considerably because of 
injuries, will rely on the steady 
passing of Gib Carl. Driskell and 
Wilson have developed into two 
very fine wingmen and they are 
slated for considerable action in 
the last two encounters on the 
Bradley football schedule for 
1947. 


Pitching Strikes 
Nothing New To 
Bradley Ace 

One of the greatest thrills in 
a football game is to watch a 
passer fade back, spot his man, 
cock his arm, and let go with a 
forward pass that is snagged by 
a waiting receiver, resulting in a 
long gain or even a touchdown. 
A quiet, unassuming fellow by 
the name of Gib Carl has provid¬ 
ed Bradley fans with more than 
their share of such thrills. 

Gilbert Carl, more popularly 
known as “Gib”, hails from Lin¬ 
coln, Illinois, where he partici 
pated in track, football and bas¬ 
ketball. He set a pole vaulting 
record with an eleven foot, one 
inch vault.

Jack Van Arsdale and Howard 
Bumhardt alternated on practic¬ 
ally every play, as the Coyote line 
proceeded to tear gaping holes 
in the Bradley forward wall. The 
visitors relied entirely upon their 
ground attack, for they attempted 
only two passes and these were 
intercepted. 


Invaders Score 

The invaders from the bad 
lands scored their first touch¬ 
down early in the first period, 
after a pass interception had set 
up the tally.

Career Interrupted 

He had already established 
himself as one of America’s lead¬ 
ing young concert artists when he 
enlisted in the Army a few 
months after Pearl Harbor.

Tomb Of Living Suggested For Site 

Of International University In Future 

Just outside the city of Geneva, Switzerland, on* 


a hill overlooking beautiful Lac Leman, rests an 
edifice, magnificent in structure, dedicated to the 
preservation of peace among the society of 
nations. Today, partly through lack of under¬ 
standing, partly through lack of confidence, and 
partly through lack of cooperation, this edifice 
looks upon a world wrought with turmoil and con¬ 
flict. It is as barren as the Alpine country in 
which it stands. And yet the soil of Switzerland, 
unsuited to the reaping of a seasonal harvest, is 
potentially rich in another way. The olive, symbol 
of peace, will flourish perennially there. It will 
thrive on a thin soil if only the pomace is returned 
to the land from the oil press, since this contains 
all the compounds derived from the soil. A culti¬ 
vated peace, fertilized with the seeds of time, 
may be gained if only the pulp of experience is im¬ 
planted again in the furrowed ground of this sea¬ 
soned soil. 

The Palace of the League of Nations, created 
from the designs of the world’s foremost archi¬ 
tects, has been erected on the shores of Lake 
Geneva to stand as a lasting tribute to the univer¬ 
sal desire of mankind for peace. Its cost has 
been estimated at nearly 29.5 million Swiss francs, 
although this total does not include the Inter¬ 
national Library, donated by John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr. This imposing palace may be thought of as 
consisting of five separate divisions, although 
they are all inter-connected and, in effect, merely 
portions of the complete unit. The Assembly Hall, 
the Council Chamber, the Secretariat, the Library, 
and the various Committee Rooms form inter¬ 
related sections of the Palace. Each has its own 
individual function, and may be in operation 
simultaneously with the other parts. All the 
different sections combine to form an organic 
whole, connected by galleries or porticos. To sus¬ 
tain the idea of a lasting homage to peace, the 
building combines three basic qualities: the 
strength of a fortress, the lyric grace of a temple, 
and the stateliness of a palace. 

The Assembly Hall, which is twice as large as 
the Paris Opera House, is little more than a huge 
quadrilateral with rounded corners, set off by 
eight stern pillars stretching from floor to ceiling. 
Its interior dignity is further enhanced by two 
great doors of gilt bronze, recalling the manly 
elegance of Renaissance art. 

In the Council Chamber, which is perhaps the 
most exquisitely decorated room in all the world, 
a more modern architectural design is prevalent, 
giving a semicircular effect to the chamber. On 
the walls the famous Spanish painter, Jose Maria 
Sert, has portrayed in romantic description the 
hope of mankind to conquer war in much the same 
way toil has been subjugated by means of the 
machine, slavery abolished, and the plague over¬ 
come. On the ceiling the union of the five parts 
of the world is represented by the clasping of

hands by five colossal figures. At their feet are 
depicted the wise men of Salamanca surrounded 
by their pupils, recalling how in the university of 
that city the first ideas of international law were 
taught in the sixteenth century. 

The Secretariat, or administrative portion of the 
building, may be visualized as the nervous system 
of the immense organization, directing the prog¬ 
ress of current affairs and preparing the work of 
a world parliament. Composed of five stories with 
more than four hundred rooms, the Secretariat 
is the connecting link between the two legislative 
divisions of the Palace. 

In the Library, which consists of ten stories of 
research manuals, separate rooms are provided 
for reading in four specific fields, namely, law 
and politics; economics, finance, and trade; med¬ 
icine; and social subjects. Manuscripts and books 
for each are furnished in the three basic lan¬ 
guages, French, English, and German. 

Each of the Committee Rooms has been donated 
by a single country, the complete furnishings pro¬ 
duced by that nation and so arranged as to excell 
all others in magnificence and grandeur. In these 
chambers most of the actual work of a World 
Peace Organization is completed, and the impor¬ 
tance of them cannot be too highly emphasized. 

And yet for all of its strength, its lyric grace, 
and its stateliness, despite its unity of arrange¬ 
ment and the correlation of its functions, this 
magnificent edifice today stands deserted in a 
world still hoping for a lasting peace. The Palace 
of the League of Nations is an ideal site for an 
international university, a fountain of learning, 
an immutable forum of mutual understanding. 
Perhaps, by infusing into this towering structure 
the pomace of peace and allowing it to emerge un¬ 
obstructed in the form of knowledge and learning, 
we might reap a harvest of perpetual friendship.

“WANTED—Student to light fire-crackers.” 

That was one of the jobs filled by the Student Employment office, 
located in Room 103 in Bradley Hall, last week. 

Although the job may not be typical of those available at the 
employment office, it is significant as to the variety of part-time 
jobs that are waiting to be filled.*- 

The “fire-cracker lighter” was 
needed to set off fire works for 
each Bradley touch-down during 
the St. Ambrose football game 
last Friday night. Incidentally 
the job paid $0.75 an hour. 

Heading the employment serv 
ice is Jim Ferris, who is taking 
a combined horology-business ad 
ministration course whenever he 
can get away from his desk. Fer 
ris, a sophomore, from Ladd, Ill., 
has placed about 150 students in 
various jobs since September. He 
is in his office from 1 to 5 p. m. 
every afternoon and all day Tues 
day and Thursday. 

His pet peeve are students 
whom he sends out to prospec¬ 
tive employers, and who don’t let 
him know whether or not they 
took the job. 

Among the jobs that were 
available at the beginning of this 
week was a German tutoring job 
paying about $2.00 an hour; odd 
jobs such as working around 
homes, washing windows, stoking 
furnaces, raking leaves, taking 
out screens, and putting up storm 
windows. This type of job usual¬ 
ly pays around $0.75 an hour. 

Down-town there are jobs for 
boys as filling station attendants, 
delivery man for a furniture 
store, messenger (hours: 1 to 5 
p. m. daily and all day Saturday) 
for a local newspaper, and tele¬ 


phone attendant for the ambu¬ 
lance service of a mortuary. 

Ferris has also referred many 
students to the Caterpillar Trac¬ 
tor Co., Bemis Bag Co., and Al- 
torfer Bros. Co., all of whom have 
job opportunities for students. 

There is a continual demand 
for baby sitters. The pay isn’t 
much: $0.35 an hour until mid 
night and $.50 an hour after that. 
The job has the satisfaction that 
you can do your professors home 
work while keeping his baby 
gagged all at the same time! 

For girls there are part-time 
office jobs to down-town offices. 
Among those who need a part 
time office worker is Sen. Clyde 
Trager of Illinois. 

Students who want to make 
sure their wives keep out of 
trouble during the day should 
send them to the employment of¬ 
fice. For student’s wives, who 
know typing and shorthand, 
there are a number of secretarial 
jobs available in school. These 
positions are mostly full-time.

Bradley University climaxed their 1947 home football games, by 
trudging through a sea of mud to bump their old rival, St. Ambrose. 
The game, which ended with the local team taking a 19-6 victory, 
was played under the most difficult conditions. The weather 
changed from a steady sleet into a constant downpour and the field 
was a mud wallow of the first degree. 

To add to the depressing conditions, many of the Stadium’s 72 
lights went out and the game was played under dimming circum¬ 
stances. However, the fans who did defy the elements, were treated 
to a fine climax to this year’s home schedule. 

Harry Arp, Todd and Johnny Wilson ranged up and down the 
Bradley line with such fierceness and success that the Bees from 
St. Ambrose were completely swamped. The only flash of football 
scoring punch was displayed early in the first quarter when Jack 
Mooney scampered 80 yards for the only St. Ambrose score. 

Mooney, a former Chillicothe speedster, took a short pass from 
Don Waters on the 20 yard line and proceeded to slip through the 
Bradley defensive men for the score. The attempted conversion was 
no good, and the Red and White found themselves on the short end 
of a 6 to 0 game. 

Determined line play and sensational play calling allowed the 
Braves to reach the pay dirt area. Mike Chianakas and Johnny 
Rebuffoni were the spark plugs of the Brave squad as it roared back 
to tie the game with Chianakas scoring from the one yard line. 
Tom Peterson then toed the pigskin and booted it between the up¬ 
rights, to lead 7 to 6 as the first period ended. 

Bradley scored again in the second quarter and also in the final 
stanza while the Bees were stopped cold. St. Ambrose, which came 
to the Stadium with a highly publicized running attack, was held 
to a mere 75 yards from rushing. Bradley completely dominated 
the ground attack as they proceeded to pile up 255 yards by rushing. 

Although the victory was a psychological shot in the arm for 
the victory-starved Braves, the game added more names to the grow¬ 
ing list of injured players. Johnny Rebuffoni, the bruising halfback 
from Pekin, suffered a painful shoulder separation, and Mike Chian¬ 
akas limped off the field with a sprained ankle. 

Coach Robertson is hoping that the team will be at full strength 
on Saturday, as the Red and White journies to mountainous West 
Virginia to meet the mighty charges of Marshall College. The Big 
Green, a consistent powerhouse in basketball, has developed one of 
the strongest teams on the east coast. A win over Marshall would 
become a bright spot on the 1947 football tabloid.

Olympic Data 

Everyone has heard of the 
Olympic Games, but how many 
know the history behind them? 
The 1948 games will be held in 
London, and this revival will be 
the XII in modern history.

Greeks, which began in 776 B.C.

Taught Prisoners 
Former director of re-education 
for the Allied Control Commis¬ 
sion, Dr. Smith also headed the 
American history department in 
1945 at a prisoner-of-war school 
at Fort Getty, R. I. His duties 
there were to show prisoners that 
democracy has worked in this 
country and to convince them it 
can also work in Germany. 

The prisoner-students were spe¬ 
cially selected trainees for future 
administrators and police officials 
in the American zone of occu¬ 
pation. 

Dr. Smith is also known as the 
organizer of the Chicago Round 
Table, oldest continuing educa¬ 
tional program on the air. 

Taught At Chicago 
Bom in Texas in 1890, he grad¬ 
uated from the state university 
and later received his doctorate 
from the University of Chicago, 
where he taught philosophy. 

In 1934 he went to the Illinois 
state senate for four years and 
in 1939 was elected congressman- 
at-large. He is also known as a 
radio speaker on national issues. 

He was commissioned in the 
Army in 1943 for educational 
work, and in addition visited 
numerous countries as one of a 
committee of 11 American educa¬ 
tors. Among his 20 volumes on 
philosophy and history are “Disci¬ 
pline for Democracy” and “Dem¬ 
ocratic Tradition in America.”

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Art Instructors Comment Freely 

On Trends Of Current Thought In Field 

Viewing art exhibits from time to time, we have often wondered about current trends in the field 
of modern art. How recent trends differ from the established methods of the past seemed to draw 
particular interest. To establish a foundation for our thoughts we decided to question faculty mem¬ 
bers of the art school, hoping to gain an insight into some recent developments in the field. 

Mr. John Riva gave part of the answer when he * - 


told us the modern period started in 1910, and 
that “between 1910 and 1930 the modern artists 
fought their major battle: the determination of 
the design principles of art. Many basic experi¬ 
ments were made by artists during this period, 
and their art was accepted as strange. At present, 
modern artists are more certain of themselves, and 
the movement has become more orderly. Modern 
art is the result of incorporation of recent experi¬ 
ments with traditional art. The modern artist 
has made better use of traditional art than did 
the traditionalists. The present problem of the 
modern artist is to get his work accepted by 
society.” 

Mrs. Madeline Heidrick commented that mod¬ 
ern art is becoming more creative and less imita¬ 
tive, but quickly added creative art is not new, 
for it can be found in all ages. Our age is different 
because not individuals, but the movement or 
trend is creative. “The possibilities of the present 
creative trend are as unlimited as are the possi¬ 
bilities for science and engineering,” said Mrs. 
Heidrick. 

Mr. Homer Weiner explained that modern art 
is departing from naturalistic expression and that 
two approaches to expression are definable. One 
approach is the abstract, or non-objective wherein 
no physical object is imitated, but the artist works 
with lines, colors, and shapes, developing the whole 
picture by the addition of parts of it as he pro¬ 
ceeds. He does not want to be limited by the re¬ 
quirements of physical objects. The other ap¬ 
proach is the expressionistic. The artist views a 
physical object, but does not paint an identical 
reproduction of it. Rather, he changes the pic¬ 
ture to express conceptions or emotions that were 
engendered in him by the object. Mr. Weiner add¬ 
ed that the present movement is psychological or 
in-looking, and is here to stay. 

Man’s progress thus far has been with the phys¬ 
ical world. The modern trend may indicate that 
man will make progress in understanding and 
developing himself. 

Mrs. Dorothy Blomeyer quickly stated “stimu¬ 
lating” when asked her opinion of modern art. 
“The modern artist is not interested in camera-

like reproduction, but is interested in changes, 
moods, motions, impressions, relationships, and 
such values. The age has been growing a long 
time, but it is flowering now.” Mrs. Blomeyer 
termed the present age “fearless.” 

Mr. McIntosh explained that “Modern art has 
taken the direction of something that will appeal 
to the spectator, but the spectator must put forth 
creative effort. People want to participate in 
creation, as they can do with modern abstracts, 
building of them what they will. They do not 
want to have something thrown at them as was 
done by traditional, imitative artists. Modern 
paintings are not static, but to require continual 
adjustment of interpretation. The artist’s objec¬ 
tive is not to paint a recognizable reproduction of 
objects, but to paint a picture that will gain a re¬ 
action or response by the observer.” Mr. McIntosh 
added a very interesting observation about mod¬ 
ern art. He said that western art has a Greek 
and Roman basis, but the modern trend is ap¬ 
proaching the oriental or introspective view. 

Dr. Wood compared modern art to the modern 
music which has liberated beautiful sound from 
tonality. “Modern painting and industrial design 
have liberated the artist from his purely illustra¬ 
tive, traditional function. As a result, the auto 
need no longer look like a stagecoach or a buggy. 
Landscapes and portraits need no longer look like 
camera versions of superficial reality. At Bradley, 
it is believed that all styles, traditional and mod¬ 
ern, should be understood by the student artist. 
Whatever style the student chooses to work with, 
he should employ good design, the common denom¬ 
inator of traditional and modern art.”

Veterans who fail to repay sub¬ 
sistence allowance overpayments 
while in education or training

Veterans who have made ar¬ 
rangements with VA to repay 
their indebtedness are considered 
in good standing and are in no 
way affected by the new system, 
since it will be used only in cases 
where “there is no apparent 
means of recovery from sources 
other than readjustment allow¬ 
ances,” VA said.

Aside from the driver of the auto¬ 
mobile, the service station attend¬ 
ant said that there was someone 
in the back seat. Lester and Don 
Long, and Lester Pierce spoke to 
the attendant when 40 members 
of Alpha Pi, travelling in 17 cars, 
conducted a search last Friday. 

Flavel was last seen a week ago 
yesterday. At 5:00 p. m. he took 
a friend home in his shiny new 
1947, torpedo type body, two door, 
two-tone gray Pontiac. He then 
stopped at home before going to 
the Alpha Pi house. It was ten 
minutes to seven when he and 
Joe Hammond, a sophomore, left 
the frat house. When he brought 
Joe Hammond back to Bradley 
Hall it was 7:45 p. m. 

In exactly an hour Flavel was 
to meet his girl, Mavis Bishop, 
at the Madison Street entrance of 
the Hotel Pere Marquette. He told 
Hammond that he would go to 
the fraternity house before pick¬ 
ing up Mavis. 

But after 7:45 no one has seen 
Flavel. 

Mavis waited in vain. Mr. and 
Mrs. Fueger at first thought that 
Flavel had spent the night with 
a fraternity brother. When inves¬ 
tigation proved this to be false 
early the next afternoon, they 
called the police. 

Flavel had received his monthly 
subsistence check the previous 
day. About $60.00 was left on his 
dresser when he disappeared, and 
according to Detective Montgom¬ 
ery he had about $3.00 with him.

QUESTION BOX 

(Many students have honest questions as to the 
University regulations and practices which are 
necessary in-an institution of Bradley’s size. Often 
students who are the most loyal have many honest 
questions about these practices. In order to give 
students an opportunity to secure the answers 
to those questions from the proper authorities, 
THE SCOUT is introducing “Question Box’’ as a 
new student service feature and all students are 
urged to address their questions to the “Question 
Box,” THE SCOUT.) 

* * * 

As our first question, we shall use one received 
from several students this week: “Why aren’t 
there more seats in the student section at basket¬ 
ball games?” 

Answer: A very good question. There should 
be more seats. More will be provided for the next 
game and, if necessary, for succeeding games. 
The attention of Bradley students is called, how¬ 
ever, to the following facts: 

1. Following general practices, the Bradley 
Athletic Department receives $2.00 per semester 
per student from his student fees, including ad¬ 
mission to all home athletic contests, free use of 
towels, etc. This averages 7c to 8c per student 
per game, and would hardly pay the expense of 
referees. Bradley’s entire “big-time” basketball 
program, the envy of the nation, is financed by 
the sale of tickets to alumni, parents, and towns¬ 
people. Their support makes it possible to pay 
guarantees running into thousands of dollars for 
visiting teams. Armory rental, and the purchase 
and very expensive setting up and taking down of 
bleachers between games, high-priced officials, 
ushers, game managers, union spotlight operators, 
ticket office operation, and innumerable other 
items also added to the costs which make this sort 
of a schedule possible. 

2. Bradley students, who are permitted to see 
23 home games on their pass books, are far better 
off than students in most neighboring institutions 
playing major schedules. According to reliable 
reports, students of the University of Michigan, 
with its huge field house, are admitted to only 
TWO games per year, unless they buy regular 
reserved seat tickets, which are on sale to the 
general public. At another “Big Nine” school, 
the number is reported at THREE for the year, 
and at the University of Illinois, it is THREE for 
the first semester, with perhaps TWO for the next 
semester. Bradley could provide excellent seats 
for its students if each student was allotted tick¬ 
ets for a few games according to this plan. Brad¬ 
ley University officials have indicated a willing¬ 
ness to adopt this plan if a student poll indicates 
that it is desired. However, at present, they are 
attempting to admit students to ALL 23 GAMES, 
very different from 2 or 3 or 5. 

3. Bradley basketball profits, if any, are all 
“plowed back” into the University’s expanding 
program of twelve different intercollegiate sports, 
nearly all of which are money-losers, and of intra¬ 
mural sports. None of this money is returned to 
the general funds of the University, and last year 
the entire athletic program operated at a slight 
deficit. A representative student committee has 
been invited to see this audit. 

4. Present students, when they become alumni, 
will be very glad that some provision is made for 
alumni, former players, parents of students and 
players, and loyal townspeople to see the games. 
These are the people who support Bradley in 
every way and make possible its continuance as 
an educational institution, as well as furnish the 
financial support for the basketball team.

the curb. We are positive, however, that no one 
will wish to usurp the space which is provided for 
and which is needed by these seriously disabled 
veterans. 

At present there are five such men who are driv¬ 
ing cars; and accordingly, space has been provided 
for just that number. Later on, this zone may be 
reduced or extended if the number of such vet¬ 
erans decreases or increases. The student council 
will have the license numbers of the cars permitted 
to park in this zone during the hours of 8:00 a. m. 
to 5:00 p. m.; and any other student parking a 
car in this area between these hours will be sub¬ 
ject to special disciplinary action, as he will be 
depriving a disabled veteran of his rightful park¬ 
ing place. 

This provision in no way affects the small “no 
parking” area, also behind Westlake Hall on Glen¬ 
wood Avenue, which permits space for an emer¬ 
gency car, usually that of Dean Wild, and is an 
unloading zone for trucks which bring supplies 
for the School of Horology. This will remain a 
“no parking” zone, as formerly, for the purposes 
as indicated above. The new area is immediately 
south of this zone.

Bradley University opened its 1947-48 basketball season by win¬ 
ning both ends of a twin bill contest, when they trounced Hardin- 
Simons 7b 10 25 and Carroll college 75 to 32. 

In the opener, they hog-tied the Cowboys from Texas with Wil- 
coxen and big Paul Unruh leading the way. Coach A. J. Robertson 
u^ed 14 players in the first contest as a capacity crowd observed the 
debut of the Braves. 

Hardin-Simmons was “cold,” as the Braves roared up and down 
the court to score with the greatest of ease. Gene (Squeaky) Mel- 
chiorre, who played with Ft.

World War II veterans deciding*- 


to study overseas may be able to 
qualify for benefits under the 
Fulbright Act and the GI Bill at 
the same time, Veterans Admin¬ 
istration ruled today. 

The ruling held that payment 
of education and training benefits 
under the GI Bill may be made 
to student-veterans regardless of 
any grants made them under the 
Fulbright Act, since the funds 
used to administer the Fulbright 
Act by the Department of State 
were not secured from United 
States Government appropria¬ 
tions. 

As a result, Woi^d War II vet¬ 
erans qualifying for foreign study 
under both laws may receive 
benefits allowed them under the 
Fulbright Act as supplemental to 
the benefits provided them by the 
GI Bill, VA said. 

Under the Servicemen’s Re¬ 
adjustment Act (GI Bill), World 
War II veterans may study in a 
VA approved foreign educational 
institution under the same pro¬ 
visions that apply to study in a 
college or university in the United 
States. 

VA will pay customary tuition 
charges and fees, provide the 
books and equipment needed to 
complete the course satisfactorily, 
and pay monthly subsistence 
allowances of $65 to veterans 
without dependents or $90 to vet¬ 
erans with dependents. The vet¬ 
erans must arrange for their own 
passports, visas, transportation 
overseas, and admission to the 
institution they select. 

The Fullbright Act (Public Law 
584, 79th Congress) provides for 
grants in aid to American stu¬ 
dents for study abroad or to for¬ 
eign students for study in this 
country. It authorizes the Depart¬ 
ment of State to enter into agree¬ 
ments with foreign governments 


to use foreign currencies and 
credits, acquired through the sale 
of surplus property abroad, to 
defray the costs of the program. 

Finiancial aid may be provided 
for United States citizens study¬ 
ing in schools of foreign countries 
in which credit is acquired. This 
assistance may include payment 
with foreign currencies for trans¬ 
portation, tuition, maintenance 
and other expenses incidental to 
scholastic activity. Citizens of 
participating foreign countries 
may receive travel grants to the 
United States for study. 

The Fulbright Act also pro¬ 
vides that veterans of World War 
I and II be given preference by 
the 10-man Board of Foreign 
Scholarships which awards the 
study grants.

Norwegian Statesman Here 


The eminent statesman and 
diplomat, C. J. Hambro, who 
guided the League of Nations 
through its most difficult period, 
will be the next speaker to appear 
on the Bradley Chapel series on 
January 6, 1948. 

Before the invasion of Norway 
by the Germans, Mr. Hambro 
translated more than fifty books 
from other languages into his 
native tongue. He has also pub¬ 
lished about twenty books of his 
own and served as editor-in-chief 
of Oslo’s leading conservative 
newspaper, “Morgenbladet.” He 
was also chairman of the board of 
the Norsk Telegram Bureau, the 
Associated Press of Norway. 

Long regarded as a leader of 
democratic thought, C. J. Hambro 
has been active in politics since 
his early student days. He en¬ 
tered Parliament at the minimum 
age for membership, immediately 
demonstrated h i s intellectual 
power and political skill. He was 
soon chosen President of Parlia-

ment, a position which in that 
country is above any cabinet min¬ 
ister and second in authority only 
to the king. 

He remained at the head of 
Parliament until the German in¬ 
vasion forced him to leave the 
country. Though belonging to a 
minority party, he has the dis¬ 
tinction of being the only Presi¬ 
dent of the Norwegian Parlia¬ 
ment to be elected unanimously. 

He has spoken in most of the| 
Parliaments of Europe, has been j 
President of the League of Na¬ 
tions Assembly and Supervisory 
Committee since 1939 and is a 
delegate to the current public 
activities. 

The chapel program will pro¬ 
vide an opportunity for Bradley 
students to hear an outstanding 
foreign statesman present his 
views on present world politics.

Brings Yule Spirit 

Hedley Hepworth has long been 
claimed as one of the outstanding 
English actors of the current era. 
He is ranked also as one of the 
foremost interpreters of Charles 
Dickens. 

By concentrating on the “Christ¬ 
mas Carol,” which was the first 
of Dickens five Christmas books, 
Mr. Hepworth will combine the 
traditions of Christmas, the ex¬ 
plosion of good will and the anci¬ 
ent survivals which give ghosts 
a kind of holiday at the winter 
solstice. 

“Marley was dead;* to begin 
with. There is no doubt what¬ 
ever about that. Old Marley was 
as dead as a door-nail.” But to 
Hedley Hepworth the recreation 
of his ghost into a Christmas 
spirit forms a chain reaction to 
haunt a skinflint named Scrooge. 

Bah, Humbug 

“Scrooge. A squeezing, swench- 
ing, grasping, scraping, clutching, 
covetous, old sinner!” The same 
miserly Ebernezer Scrooge who 
sat in his frosty counting-house 
and growled, “Christmas, Bah. 
Humbug,” becomes a living char¬ 
acter in Mr. Hepworth’s program. 

And Bob Cratchit, nephew of 
Scrooge, is brought to the stage 
as the kindly, high-spirited father 
of the inimitable Tiny Tim. Old 
Feziwig, to whom Scrooge was 
apprenticed in his early days, 
makes his appearance under an¬ 
other of Mr. Hepworth’s disguise 
roles. 

Spirit Hits Scrooge 

The spirits of Christmas Past, 
Present and Future assist in 
bringing to the counting-house 
skinflint the “Carol philosophy” 
of Charles Dickens. Hedley Hep¬ 
worth’s performance will depict 
how Scrooge redeemed himself in 
the eyes of the world. 

“Scrooge was better than his 
word. He did it all, and infinitely 
more; and to Tiny Tim, who did 
NOT die, he was a second father.”

Question Box 

Question: “Why did students have to pay for 
their tickets to the Homecoming dance?” 

Answer: Whoa, now. This sounds as though 
some of the students will be sore if Santa Claus 
doesn’t give them the red coat off his back, his 
sleigh, and throw in his reindeer. We seriously 
doubt if there is an institution in the country 
which gives its students as many free activities 
as does Bradley.

DENTS. 

Up until recently, the practices at Bradley were 
very much like those still in effect at other schools. 
There were no free dances, not even mixers. Stu¬ 
dents paid for their POLYSCOPE; they bought 
tickets to campus dramatic productions and other 
events; paid for all performances of the Stunt 
Show; and were admitted to about seven basket¬ 
ball games—with no seats whatever at the center 
of the floor. There were no free symphony con¬ 
certs, no performances by traveling dramatic com¬ 
panies, no informal “cider and doughnut” parties. 

At Bradley this year, there will be about FIF¬ 
TEEN free dances with good orchestras, as there 
were last year. Four of these have already been 
held (the Registration Hop, the mixer, the mat¬ 
inee dance, and one Friday night dance) and, as 
last year, there will be a free Friday or Saturday 
night dance almost every winter week-end when 
there is no other important University activity. 

In fact, it seems to us that good old Saint Nick 
spends more of his time around the West Bluff 
of Peoria than he does at his igloo at the North 
Pole. Anyone who complains about having to 
spend two dollars to take his girl to a Homecom¬ 
ing dance (with TWO name bands) would prob¬ 
ably want Santa’s pants as well as his big red coat.

New Fellowships 
Available For 
Graduate Work 

Twenty-six new graduate fel¬ 
lowships, each of which will pay 
full tuition and $750 a year for 
three years, are being offered to 
college seniors this year by the 
Pepsi-Cola Scholarship Board. 

This new fellowship program 
has as its purpose the discovering 
of students of unusual ability and 
helping them to secure further 
education. Both programs are ad¬ 
ministered by an independent 
group of educators known as the 
Pepsi-Cola Scholarship Board and 
are offered as a service to Ameri¬ 
can youth by the Pepsi-Cola Com¬ 
pany upon the recommendation 
of its president, Walter S. Mack, 
Jr. 

Any college student who will 
receive a bachelor’s degree dur¬ 
ing the school year 1947-48 from 
a college or university in the 
United States may apply for one 
of the new fellowships, according' 
to an announcement made by 
John M. Stalnaker, professor of 
psychology at Stanford Univer¬ 
sity and director of the Pepsi¬ 
Cola Scholarship program. Win¬ 
ners will be selected on the basis 
of their promise of outstanding 
achievement in later life as evi¬ 
denced by their under-graduate 
records and recommendations as 
to character, personality, and 
qualities of leadership, the an¬ 
nouncement states, and the fel¬ 
lowships will be limited to those 
students who have financial need. 

The fellowships may be used at 
any accredited graduate or pro¬ 
fessional school in the United 
States or Canada and in any field 
of study which will lead to an 
M.A., Ph.D., M.D., or other ad¬ 
vanced professional degree. Fel¬ 
lowship holders must enter grad¬ 
uate schools no later than the fall 
of 1948 and they must pursue a 
continuous and normal program 
of work.

Bergen Evans, an English pro¬ 
fessor at Northwestern univer¬ 
sity and nationally known as a 
debunker of “myths,” will speak 
before the student body in three 
Chapel programs scheduled today 
at 1, 2 and 8:15 p. m. All perform¬ 
ances will be in Bradley Hall. 

The witty, satirical humor of 
Mr. Evans has won him recogni¬ 
tion as a leading literary critic 
and after-dinner speaker in all 
section of the country. Recently 
he has contributed articles of 
popular interest to many national 
magazines, including Vogue, At¬ 
lantic Monthly, Mercury, Harpers, 
and Liberty. 

His latest book, “The Natural 
History of Nonsense,” gives an 
. interesting insight to the popular 
myths and old wives' tales, which 
almost everyone believes to be 
gospel truth. 

Bergen Evans has exploded 
many accepted beliefs through 
his scientific approach to these 
problems. Debunked in his latest 
book are many widely held mis¬ 
conceptions: that lightning never 
strikes twice in the same place, 
that wolves run in packs, that 
pigs are temperamentally dirty, 
that lemmings deliberately drown 
themselves in the sea. 

Wide Repertory 

Mr. Evans has a wide reper¬ 
tory of topics for his lecture pro¬ 
gram. One of these, “On Being 
Funny,” concerns the psychology, 
technique, limitations, pleasures 
and dangers of humor. Another, 
“Why do people tell such dread¬ 
ful lies?”, consists of a survey 
of current mendacity of the press, 
on the radio, in advertising, and 
in most conversations. 

A recent magazine article 
written by Bergen Evans was 
based upon the serious attitude 
of youth in seeking happiness. 
He found them “too living to be 
happy” and “completely in the 
grip of the life force and hence 
incapable of that detachment 
which is the basis of amuse¬ 
ment.” 

Two excerpts from his latest 
book appeared in the “Atlantic 
Monthly” last year under the 
heading of “Don’t Believe All You 
Hear,” and “Wolf! Wolf!”

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Question Box Explodes Myth 

Of Huge Homecoming Profits

QUESTION: 

Why do students have to pay for their tickets 
for the Homecoming Dance? 

This is a continuation of the question asked in 
the last issue before Christmas. In the answer in 
that issue, it was pointed out that Bradley stu¬ 
dents get more free dances, games, plays, con¬ 
certs, and student publications than any other 
college or university that we know anything about, 
and we urged students to “compare notes” with 
others when home on Christmas vacation. 

That should be enough answer, but students 
might also be interested in the following detailed 
financial statement of Homecoming, showing the 
surprising fact that it actually incurred a deficit 
of $1,618.21, not including mailing thousands of 
copies of the alumni Homecoming announcements, 
nor a large amount of special stage equipment 
which had to be purchased specifically for Home¬ 
coming, nor for dozens of other special items, such 
as the heating and lighting of the Field House, etc., 
which could also be charged directly to Home¬ 
coming. 

Students are urged to examine this financial 
statement rather carefully, as it will correct many 
mis-impressions of the expense of operating any 
major event during these inflationary times, 
whether it is an athletic contest, Homecoming, 
or the over-all operation of the university itself. 

An item of nearly $800 for federal tax, for ex¬ 
ample, may easily be overlooked, but it still has to 
be paid. Distorted ideas are also prevalent as to 
the seating capacity of the Field House. It is true 
that some 3,000 can be crowded into it for a lec¬ 
ture ; but for a stage performance, when the angle 
of vision has to be considered, the seating capacity 
is about 1,850.

★ Veterans Administration has 
reminded all veterans attending 
colleges and universities full-time 
under the G-I Bill of an impor¬ 
tant vacation clause in VA regu 
lations. 

Under a new procedure, which 
went into effect this fall, all eli¬ 
gible student-veterans will be 
granted leave automatically at 
the end of the first semester, un¬ 
less the VA receives a request 
not to give the leave. Such a re¬ 
quest must be received in writing 
at least 30 days before the end 
of the fall quarter or the end of 
the fall semester. 

The new leave policy was 
adopted in order to allow un 
broken subsistence payments to 
all veterans attending college full 
time under the G-I Bill. Under the 
plan, a veteran-student receives 
payment for the full enrollment 
period certified to VA by the in¬ 
stitution he attends, providing 
there are no more than 15 days 
between terms. 

Time on leave between terms 
and at the end of the school 
year, is charged against the vet¬ 
eran’s entitlement. VA said that 
many veterans probably would 
prefer to forego the leave privi 
lege in order to make use of their 
entitlement for actual study. 


No leaves, other than the auto¬ 
matic 15-day extension of train¬ 
ing status, will be authorized by 
VA except scholastic leaves of¬ 
fered all other students by the 
educational institution.

Interest In Music Given Analysis 

By Faculty Members At Music School 

The average student of present American colleges and universities has shown definite interest in 
the study of music, regardless of the particular field of learning he may desire to pursue. It is prob¬ 
ably very appropriate, therefore, to spend a few moments speculating upon the recent trends in this 
field as interpreted by instructors of the College of Music. Historically, the musical field has shown 
many divergencies and an uncommon tendency to 


expand each singularity off onto another tangent 

Miss Janssen explained that the history of 
music was composed of a number of parallel de¬ 
velopments, for before our present means of 
transportation and communication, peoples of dif¬ 
ferent lands developed their music without the 
influences of other peoples. One of these inde¬ 
pendent developments is the music of the church, 
which is part of our heritage. As you would ex¬ 
pect, such music was conducive to seriousness and 
dignity. 

Mr. McKenna told us that “Composers have 
been spending several centuries developing a 
series of tone relationships of consonance and 
dissonance that have given us our modern music. 
They set up definite rules, and working within 
the bounds of those rules have constantly sought 
for greater variety and interest. Now the modern 
composer seems interested in kicking over all the 
traces and blazing a new trail.” 

“But why?” we asked in surprise. 

“Maybe it is indicative of the times, for, as the 
precision of the camera has replaced the skill of 
the painter and freed him for creative work, so 
the composer, pressed by the same mechanical 
society, has tried to escape from the imposed rules 
of form and tonality. He tries to compose with a 
rhythm free of time signatures and a freedom of 
tonality and mode not indicated in a modern key 
signature. Whether he is producing a new art or 
not remains to be seen. If he does, he will create 
new rules to defend his work, and will need to 
educate a vast public to his art. Whether he is 
working as a popular composer who is primarily 
interested in creating a simple, attractive, melodic 
line, or a classicist who is interested in the har¬ 
monic and structural form, he is at present often 
ahead of his listeners.” 

Mr. Kincheloe related that the mechanical age 
has invaded the piano tuner’s field, for the human 
factors of subjective tuning are being replaced by 
stroboscopic tuning. 

The modern period, said Miss Janssen, was 
initiated by Wagner when he introduced disson¬ 
ance. Mr. Zepernick said that this departure was

a break with harmony and a reaction to the roman¬ 
ticism of the nineteenth century. He termed the 
modern trend “impressionism,” and said that the 
music of today has less discord and better struc¬ 
ture than did the music immediately following 
the break with the old form. 

We learned from Mr. Cannon that music varied 
from aesthetic art and self expression to com¬ 
mercial and utilitarian composition, as the music 
of dance bands. Mr. Wood added that serious 
music could be utilitarian, for such mood music is 
adopted from classics. 

Miss Peterson said one could like both serious 
and popular music, and the common belief that 
one who liked classical music could not like pop¬ 
ular music was not true. She termed popular 
music the folk music of our period, but Mr. Kinche¬ 
loe suggested that, due to the size of the country 
and the relative isolation of parts of it in the past, 
a number of types of music have developed, and 
it is difficult to call any one type our national 
folk music. 

“The future of music cannot be determined,” 
said Mr Kincheloe, “for this is an age of experi¬ 
mentation. Mr. Cannon added that the future of 
music will depend of the economic trend. 

As barriers to communications are broken 
down and the world becomes smaller in transpor¬ 
tation terms, it seems certain that the parallel 
developments of all lands will be brought together 
in a consonant development of a music of the 
world.

At this annual collection of funds to be fully 
applied to a comprehensive study of poliomyelitis, 
some scientists foresee the ensuing battle and 
eventual eradication of the disease. They obvi¬ 
ously cannot undertake this task alone. We are 
obliged to lend our assistance, financial if not 
scholastic, to the combined warfare upon the polio 
virus. We may do so by simply joining the 
“March of Dimes.”

There has always been a great deal of talk and print about 
what should be done to eliminate the subsidizing of athletes. The 
National Collegiate Athletic Association has written the “Sanity 
Code” concerning the new principles of conduct, but, as usual, there 
are “loopholes.” 

The set of amendments, as adopted by the some 400 major 
colleges and universities of the NCAA, strikes mainly at wholesale 
recruiting practices. The code stipulates: 

1— Financial aid may be granted to athletes only on the basis 
of need and scholarship qualifications for which any student is 
eligible and only by regular agencies set up by the institution. 

2— College representatives cannot offer financial inducements 
to prospective athletes although they can approach those athletes 
and outline financial benefits offered to all qualified students. 

The NCAA has made arrangements for the enforcing of the 
code, which will for the first time in its history become a regulatory 
body. This new stand on subsidizing will force many conferences 
to change their by-laws and many schools may suffer from lack of 
material which cannot be acquired by the usual means. 

* * * 

The Braves met and defeated the Washington U. Bears, Satur¬ 
day, much to the disgust of the St. Louis fans. Sportsmanship 

seems to be taking a beating during the last few years, not so much 
from the players, as from the spectators. It's getting so bad, that 
some coaches are even worrying about the affect the crowds’ atti¬ 
tude will have on the team. We sincerely hope that the condition 
never gets so bad as to hold the games behind closed doors, exclud¬ 
ing all spectators and lovers of the sport.

Among the outstanding players on that team were Stagg, 
Heffelfinger, Corbin and MeClung, names which are discussed when¬ 
ever football people get together.

The latest issue of Basketball, a widely read sport magazine, 
listed the Bradley 1946-47 basketball team as the second strongest 
independent team in the mid-west. The Braves were overshadowed 
by the Irish of Notre Dame.

Cold First Half

Humor Editors Present 
Survey Of College Jokes 

First stude: “What was Hollingworth's last lecture on?” 
Second Ditto: “I don’t know. He didn’t say.” 

From this raw beginning, exactly as it appeared in a college 
humor magazine in 1912, the same joke has been passed around 
like a complimentary handbill.^—-- 


Editors of the new Bradley hu¬ 
mor magazine “The UGH!” 
(which will appear in early Feb¬ 
ruary) have already made a 
study of many such publications 
and hope to profit laughably 
from the results. 

The above type of joke, how¬ 
ever, is but one of many that are 
adaptable to university maga¬ 
zines. More popular perhaps are 
those of the Lover's Lane variety, 
or the College Rivalry type. The 
Hapless Male joke, recently re¬ 
vived by radio comedians, is also 
attractive. For example: 

He: "May I see you sometime?” 

She: “Make it Tuesday. That's 
amateur night.” 

Although that quip dates back 
to 1947 (remember) it may even 
be revived as long as a decade 
later—which is considered stand¬ 
ard practice for college humor 
books. 

The Bradley “UGH!”, which 
will provide an outlet for talented 


composers and artists of the uni¬ 
versity, will be similar to publi¬ 
cations of other American insti¬ 
tutions. 

Despite popular opinion, the 
Harvard “Lampoon” was not the 
pioneer college humor magazine, 
for this honor may be claimed by 
"The Thistle” (1834) and “Cham¬ 
eleon” (1835), both products of 
Princeton. The “Lampoon” was 
not founded until 1876 — but it 
survived where the others did 
not. 

Shortly thereafter, the Prince¬ 
ton “Tiger” appeared, only to be 
followed by the Yale “Record”. 
These three magazines have since 
served to set the pace in the 
field. 

Entering the humor field 
against such competition will not 
be an easy task for the "UGH!” 
but the staff members are confi¬ 
dent of success and hint that 
many surprises are ready for the 
first issue.

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Many Members Of Faculty Favor 
Principle Of Universal Military Training 

Universal Military Training—a subject of high controversy that has been before the nation's 
eye for nearly three years—is due for a revival in the hallowed chambers of Congress. Before this 
matter was again opened to debate we decided to question certain faculty members at random to 


elicit opinions in favor or against such a program. _ 

Dean Richardson commented, “I don’t believe 
in the principle of universal military training, but 
we must have a practical way to demonstrate to 
the world that we can and will maintain world 
peace. However, we should also throw our full 
weight behind United Nations to build a world in 
which military forces are no longer necessary. 
We should ‘keep the peace dove out, but not let 
the axe get dull.’ ” 

Miss Anite Kambley stated, “In view of world 
conditions, I am all for a system of military train¬ 
ing. I would like to see one comparable to the 
Swiss system. Our military body should not be 
a force of aggression, but a means of prepared¬ 
ness and a course in discipline for our boys. A 
disciplinary program would correct many of the 
errors made by our occupation troops which give 
other peoples the wrong impression of this coun¬ 
try. Also, we should devote more efforts to edu¬ 
cating other peoples about the realities of Amer¬ 
ica and its people, and educate Americans so they 
can evaluate and appreciate the ways of other 
peoples. We should break down the barriers be¬ 
tween countries so peoples can know each other 
and work and grow together.” 

“I don’t like militarism in general,” said Dr. 
Ray Lepley, “but we should not stick our heads 
in the sand, for in view of the world situation, it 
may not be a bad idea to give some military train¬ 
ing to the boys. Students at the end of their 
high schooling would profit most from this out¬ 
side experience. Such a program could be an 
opportunity for fitting the men for peace-time 
living as well as for specific military jobs.” 

“I spent some time in the service,” answered 
Bill Ryan, “and I don’t like to see it come—I 
wouldn’t like to go back in. Some people fit into 
military life, but most of us don’t.” Mr. Ryan 
said that “We don’t get a true picture of the world 
scene from the news, so we cannot determine the 
degree of need for military preparedness. We 
could probably do more good with a program of 
constructive action.” 

Dr. Sue Maxwell said, “I am definitely for a 
program of universal military training—as much 
as two years between high school and college. 
When the war was over, we went into a public 
and governmental panic and brought the boys 
home too soon. This hurried disarmament and 
our present weakness may be the cause of some 
of the difficulties we now face in our international 
relations. Universal military training would be a 
step toward the preparedness that would have 
prevented our Pearl Harbor loss, and in the event 
of another attack, we would not have the time to 
prepare that we had then. I think that we could 
correct the international situation that calls for 
universal military training by substituting states¬ 
men for politicians and by gaining a better under¬ 
standing of other peoples.” 

“There was a time when I didn’t believe in 
military training,” said Dr. Daphne Swartz, “but 
since the containment of Russia has become im¬ 
perative, and since service enlistments do not 
meet the minimum strength requirements set by 
our military leaders, I think that universal mili¬ 
tary training is essential. We must have some¬ 
thing real with which to back our words.” 

Mr. George Clinebell said: “The question of 
universal military training should be weighed 
carefully. I am not too much in favor of it. At 
times there may be a necessity for a forced draft, 
but not for continued military training. Those 
nations that have had continued forced training 
have been the most warlike. I favor voluntary 


enlistment, for a forced army lacks morale. I am 
in favor of protecting what we have, but I think 
that the inducements should be raised so that 
the force would be voluntary, not drafted. We 
have no way of knowing what the needs are, and 
we should remember that many people today are 
military-minded. I cannot conceive the value of 
taking people out of productive enterprise and 
putting them in a non-productive, extravagant 
military economy when the need for increased 
production is so great. The NAM suggests that 
production be increased to decrease inflation. 
Why divert needed manpower?” 

Dr. Olive B. White said: “Most people do not 
want to accept the present war-like views of the 
world. The only justification for universal mili¬ 
tary training would be chaotic world conditions, 
and if we must accept this view, then I would 
accept the necessity of universal military train¬ 
ing without endorsing it. The issue of universal 
military training should not be disguised or 
clouded with arguments that such training will 
educate, build character, etc. Military training 
is not a substitute for education nor as valid a 
way of filling a young man’s years and equipping 
him to live as is the school program. Universal 
military training should not be accepted as the 
permanent pattern of life, for military prepared¬ 
ness has never avoided wars. We should investi¬ 
gate the plan before accepting it.” 

Briefly summarizing the opinions expressed— 
which in no way reflects upon the view of the 
faculty as a group—we find that universal train¬ 
ing is acceptable under the circumstances of world 
disorder and national crisis. If any modicum of 
world peace or security is obtained in this manner, 
the matter of military training cannot otherwise 
be described than a positive good.

In this critical moment of world diplomacy it 
becomes increasingly difficult to evade the serious¬ 
ness of the present situation, when so many recent 
indications bring to home and country the serious¬ 
ness of the situation. 

As hunger, poverty and desperation stalk the 
earth other forces have risen from the mire to 
plague humanity with the dread of chaos in world 
civilization. 

In considering this problem we may fall back 
upon the words of Harvey S. Firestone, Jr., Pres¬ 
ident, Firestone Tire & Rubber Company, when 
he said at the Drake University Convocation on 
October 6: 

“Down through the ages, strife among men has 
been brought about by such primitive impulses 
as hate, intolerance, jealousy and contempt for 
the rights of others. In the sciences, in engineer¬ 
ing, in arts and letters, mankind has advanced to a 
high degree of civilization. But in human rela¬ 
tions, it has made less progress. Racial and re¬ 
ligious prejudices still exist. There are those of 
many countries, creeds and colors who still assume 
an air of superiority over their fellow-men. Too 
few men and women are interested in helping 
those less fortunate than themselves and by far 
too many are eager for opportunities to take 
advantage of the weak.

More than 100 leading newspa¬ 
pers publish the Gallup Poll re¬ 
ports and Gallup Polls have been 
established in ten foreign coun¬ 
tries of Europe and South Amer¬ 
ica. 

Interprets Results 

As editor of the Poll, Lydgate’s 
job includes formulating the 
questions used by the thousand 
interviewers over the United 
States; he also edits and inter¬ 
prets the results for publication 
in the press. 

Most Americans, Lydgate re¬ 
ports, enjoy giving their opinions. 
The problem he encounters along 
with some thousand other Gallup 
poll-takers, is not in persuading 
people to talk, but in attempting 
to make them stop. Answers to 
the poll questions may be long- 
winded, hasty, glib, profound, 
cockeyed, or wise, but added up, 
they’ll make good sense he main¬ 
tains. Although women make bet¬ 
ter poll-takers because they are 
usually more conscientious at the 
job, they seem to be less sure of 
their opinions than men when 
they are being interviewed. 

Mr. Lydgate was born in Ha¬ 
waii in 1909. He attended private 
schools, the University of Hawaii 
and earned his Ph.B. at Yale Uni¬ 
versity in 1931. His first job 
after graduation was as analyst 
for a firm of efficiency experts 
specializing in newspapers. He 
later became associated with For¬ 
tune Magazine, and in 1932 was 
transferred to Time as a special 
writer on national affairs and fi¬ 
nance. 

Work Exciting 

Mr. Lydgate admits that he 
likes his work, believes in it, and 
finds it exciting. For the past 
half dozen years he has been lec¬ 
turing to audiences from coast to 
coast . . . giving his listeners sig¬ 
nificant reports on public opinion 
as a functioning vitalizing force 
in a democracy. 

Mr. Lydgate is appearing this 
afternoon at 1:10 and 2:10 in re¬ 
quired chapels and again this eve¬ 
ning at 8:15 in the chapel.

Bradley Faculty Gives Opinions 

On U niversal Military Training 



- * 


In current discussion, both political and eco- ~ 
nomic, the subject of Universal Military Training 
has been bandied about with a great deal of aban¬ 
don. 

Some Bradley instructors, chosen at random, 
gave a varied, if not unlike, insight to the problem. 

MR. CECIL M. HEWITT commented: “We 
should have some type of training, but not strict¬ 
ly military training. I think the boys going to 
college should have the opportunity to receive 
military training along with their college work, 
as in the programs carried in land-grant colleges. 
Boys who do not attend college should spend some 
time in a program in which they would receive 
military and vocational training. There are two 
reasons for instituting such a program: it should 
shorten the necessary military training time in 
the event of an emergency, and it would acquaint 
a greater number of people with the discipline 
required and gained by military life.” 

“I am opposed to UMT,” said MR. JOHN B. 
CARTER, “for I feel that it is not enough, and 
is more than is necessary. It is not enough, for 
we need training for universal citizenship in a 
peaceful world; or, if we are preparing defense, 
we shall need as much training for civilian as mili¬ 
tary defense. UMT is more than is necessary, 
for modern warfare makes extensive use of 
scientists, engineers, and industrialists who are 
in constant training in their civilian jobs. Train¬ 
ing for universal citizenship can be handled better 
by our already existing educational programs.” 

MISS BEATRICE BENSON stated: “Although 
I do not basically approve of militarism, I believe 
that UMT is absolutely necessary, for we must be 
prepared, and I do not see how we can be prepared 
if we do not have a trained army. I think that 
we should live in peace, but the world does not 
seem to get along that way—other nations are 
supporting military programs; therefore, we must 
be prepared.” 

MR. GERALD E. TUPPER replied: “I am 
opposed to anything of a militaristic nature, and 
I can see no justification or benefit for the year 
of a boy's life that would be taken from him with¬ 
out his consent. I do not believe that UMT is the 
solution to our security problem. We may need 
preparedness, but it has never been proved that 
military preparedness would keep a country out 
of war, I would be for it, but the possession of 
military force might even tempt us to use it, as a 
boy is tempted to use the slingshot he has made.” 

“I am very positive that we should have a pro¬ 
gram of universal military training,” said MR. 
ROBERT RIE. “We should not be lulled into 
pacifistic trends by the A-bomb and think that 
the pre-atomic style of army is useless and no 
longer plays a part in warfare. We do not face 
an emergency now, but an emergency is never 
expected. We should be prepared. A military 
force is the best means of maintaining peace: as 
the Romans said, Tf you want peace, prepare for 
war’.” 

“There are several considerations to be made in 
evaluating a possible UMT program,” said MRS. 
LAVERNE MILLER. “Fundamentally UMT is a 
type of conscription opposed, as the Civil Liberties 
Union has said, to basic individual liberty. The 
question involved, however, is whether such train¬ 
ing is a necessity for individual preservation or 
the preservation of a government whose basic 
design attempts to preserve the life, liberty and 
property of the citizens who have consented to 
be so governed; or whether there are other issues 
involved. 


“We must be realistic and foresee the possibil¬ 
ity of war, but let us be realistic enough to foresee 
the kind of war it would in all probability be, the 
kind toward which Hiroshima pointed the way. 
Let us not “kid” ourselves. UMT could seem to 
offer relatively little protection from that kind 
of war (unless it could offer to trainees such edu¬ 
cational courses as that now offered by the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago in first aid for atomic burns, 
etc.

Along with Hutchins, Jim Hull of Ohio State, Ben 
Stephens of Iowa, and Chuck Chuckowitz of Toledo, Ernest Andres 
of Indiana, Earl Brown of Notre Dame, Pick Dehner of Illinois, Mike 
Novak and “Wibs" Kautz of Loyola also received commendation.

DID YOU KNOW—King Carl Schunk, eagle-eyed forward from 
the Bradley Famous Five days, was also an ace baseball pitcher 
on the hilltop. He hurled two seasons for Bradley, winning a num¬ 
ber of important games for Bradley. In 1938 he held Illinois to two 
hits but lost the game, 1 to 0, on a “squeeze” play. Schunk still 
makes his home in Peoria.

DID YOU KNOW—Tadeus Wladislow Panis, known to Bradley 
fans as Ted Panish the play-maker of the Famous Five cage team, 
won almost as many high school athletic letters as there are in the 
alphabet. In his basketball days at Morris High School his team¬ 
mates included, Bob Berner, who later starred at Illinois; Jim Schock, 
who played for St. Mary’s; Jack Berkweith, a stand-out at Yale; and 
Ron Reitzell, a later Purdue flash. 

Morris was whipping Dwight in the state sectional finals 27 to 17 
with three minutes to play when the Morris regulars retired to the 
showers. Kenny Olson, another member of the Bradley Famous 
Five, who was playing for Dwight, quickly dropped three baskets 
and sparked his team to a tie with Morris. A hurried call brought 
the Morris regulors back onto the floor. In the closing seconds Panish 
fouled Olson. Kenny sank the gratis toss to win the championship 
for Dwight. 

Since the last issue of the SCOUT, the Braves have soared to 
greater heights in the basketball world. Bradley's 47-46 victory 
over Stanford in Palo Alto, has done much to raise the prestige of 
this year’s basketball team. 

Bobby Garber, the little speedster from Metamora, pulled the 
California contest out of the fire, by stealing the ball from a Stan¬ 
ford player in the closing seconds of play and dribbling the length 
of the floor to score. This basket came as a climax to one of the 
most exciting contests of the year for the Red and White. The Stan¬ 
ford five presented a tall, experienced team, which dominated the 
rebounding and which held the Braves to their lowest score of the 
year, due to a very tight defense. 

The Braves were able to win the coast engagement because of 
their proficiency at the free throw lane. In the first half alone, the 
Braves connected on 10 out of 11 free throws and closed out the 
contest with a 13 out of 17 average. 

Saturday night, the Loyola wolves invaded Peorialand and ran 
into a red-hot Bradley five, which trounced the New Orleans quintet 
96 to 52, to set a new record for the Armory court. Every man who 
entered the game for the Red and White contributed to the score, 
with Squeaky Melchiorre taking top honors with 17 tallies. 

Oddities were quite prevalent, as the Braves played the first 
12 minutes without a foul being called against them. A group of 
speedsters replaced the Bradley five late in the first half, and dis¬ 
played some fancy ball handling, as the Braves continued to move 
forward. Wilcoxen and Garber were especially outstanding as the 
diminutive forwards sped through the visitors’ defense with the 
greatest of ease.

In Wolverhampton, England, a lightning bolt struck the whistle 
of Referee Stanley Cockayne as he was about to call a penalty in a 
soccer game.

During the derm 
onstration Miss Streid will stress 
buying, storing, cooking, and 
serving of poultry. Recipe ma¬ 
terial will be distributed. 

Miss Streid is a member of the 
Home Economics Division of the 
Swift Research Laboratories and 


known as “Martha Logan” a na¬ 
tionally recognized name shared 
by the 35 members of that divi¬ 
sion. 

In her position with Swift and 
Company, Miss Streid tests estab¬ 
lished company products in the 
dairy and poultry line as a qual¬ 
ity check and works to develop 
new products. In addition, she 
develops recipes for using the 
company’s butter, cheese and 
poultry items. Miss Streid also 
contacts homemakers and home 
economists through large cook¬ 
ing schools and lectures such as 
she is presenting at Bradley. 


Registration Tab 
Shows Increase 
In Enrollment 

Final tabulation of registration 
figures for the second semester 
shows a considerable increase in 
the total enrollment of the uni¬ 
versity, according to Mr. Asa 
Carter, Bradley registrar. 

The total for this semester has 
been computed at 3036 full-time 
students, which is an increase of 
306 students over the second 
semester of last year. Of this 
total 204 are new students, 115 
are freshmen. 

Registration figures released 
last fall showed the total enroll¬ 
ment of the university to be 3120, 
which was an increase of 274 stu¬ 
dents over the first semester of 
1946. 

Evening division and special 
course students were not includ¬ 
ed in the tabulation. It was in¬ 
dicated that a slight drop in en¬ 
rollment is always expected for 
the second semester.

When he finishes his course 
here next year he will visit and 
work in the watch factories 
around the country, and then re¬ 
turn to India. He will train his 
own faculty and then hopes to 
turn out skilled watchmakers for 
Mysore, which is a highly indus¬ 
trialized state. 

Mysore is an independent state 
with a population of 7,000,000, 
and is sending hundreds of stu¬ 
dents to the U. S. to learn our 
industrial techniques, so they can 
further develop their industrial 
potential. 

The state is famous for its 
salubrious climate, beautiful san- 
dlewood carvings, elephants, and 
Sabu, the movie star. 

Muniappa speaks English and 
his mother tongue of Kanarese. 
He has also been employed in 
various capacities by the depart¬ 
ment of public works in Mysore 
city and holds a mechanical en¬ 
gineer’s degree from the Univer¬ 
sity of Mysore.

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Braves Join Missouri Conference 


Bradley, Detroit Admitted 
To Missouri Valley League 

The Missouri Valley conference faculty representatives unani¬ 
mously voted membership to Bradley university and Detroit uni¬ 
versity Sunday at a meeting in Kansas City, Mo., bringing member¬ 
ship in the league to eight teams.<^- 

Coach A. J. Robertson, Bradley 
athletic director, said, “I am 
happy that Bradley has been 
voted membership in the Missouri 
Valley, one of the oldest, most 
tradition-steeped conferences in 
the country. I am sure that our 
closer relationship with the 
schools in the conference will be 
pleasing to the Bradley faculty 
and students and to Bradley 
fans in general." 


The Valley conference was or¬ 
ganized in 1907, and until the 
voting on new membership, the 
teams included were Tulsa, 
Drake, Creighton, Oklahoma A. 
and M., St. Louis and Wichita. 
Although active competition in 
the conference is left to the dis¬ 
cretion of the individual schools, 
the conference plays a round 
robin basketball schedule which 
will assure Bradley of 14 cage 
encounters against top-flight com¬ 
petition. 

Large Enrollment 

Bradley will compare favorably 
in enrollment with all but three of 
the conference schools, Oklahoma 
A. and M., St. Louis and Detroit. 
The first two have over 10,000 
students, while the latter betters 
the 7,000 mark. 

All the football seating capa¬ 
cities better the 10,000 mark with 
the exception of the Peoria Sta¬ 
dium. Just what changes Brad¬ 
ley will make for football is not 
known at present, but it is 
assumed that some alteration will 
be forthcoming. 

The invitations to join the Mis¬ 
souri Conference were tendered 
for the express purpose of 
strengthening the conference play 
in football. At the present time, 
Creighton university of Omaha, 
Nebraska, is the only member 
which has not returned to foot¬ 
ball since the war. This condi¬ 
tion will probably be remedied 
with the insertion of the new 
members. A full conference 
schedule is being planned for the 
near future.

Summer Course To Include 
4,000-Mile Educational Trip 

A 4,000-mile, 16-day educational^——- 


trip providing opportunity for 
gathering much material and 
first-hand experience in the social 
science field with five hours 
credit in education is offered this 
summer, for the first time since 
the war, by Bradley university for 
teachers in Central Illinois. 

After a preliminary introduc¬ 
tion to the trip, consisting of 
three evening meetings, those en¬ 
rolled will travel by Santa Fe 
Trailways bus to such points as 
Detroit, Niagara Falls, Boston, 
Lexington, Concord, Salem, Ply¬ 
mouth, New York City, Phila¬ 
delphia and Valley Forge, Gettys¬ 
burg, Baltimore, Annapolis, 
Washington, D. C., Mt. Vernon, 
Alexandria and Fredricksburgh, 
Richmond, Williamsburg, James¬ 
town, and Lexington. Return 
trip will be through the blue 
grass region of Kentucky with 
stops at Harrodsburg, Lexington, 
Bardstown and Louisville. 

Three Sessions 

Three class sessions for sum¬ 
mary of the course wiy be held 
upon return from the trip. The 
title of the course is Education 
345-349, Methods and Materials 
for Teaching the Social Studies.

Vocational Guidance Center 
Opens Door To Non Veterans 

Facilities of the Peoria Plan, nationally known vocational guid¬ 
ance center for returning war veterans, have recently been extended 
to civilians, according to Chester E. Hamilton, executive director of 
the organization. 

Mr. Hamilton stated that emphasis would now be placed upon 
assisting handicapped individuals 4 ^ - 


to become adjusted to their im¬ 
pairments so they may be placed 
on suitable jobs. Veterans will 
continue to hold first priority of 
the service, however. 

The Peoria Plan has handled 
many thousands of inquiries from 
civilians and veterans since the 
close of the Second World War. 
Working with the Illinois Veter¬ 
ans Commission the Plan offered 
assistance to persons beset with 
unusual problems and difficul¬ 
ties. 

Among the most important 
services of the Plan is the coun¬ 
seling service which is specially 
adapted to students planning a 
college career. Educational bene¬ 
fits available to veterans and vo¬ 


cational training programs are 
explained in this phase of the 
Plan. 

Other services of the center in¬ 
clude the dissemination of infor¬ 
mation concerning the Illinois 
State Bonus, apprentice training, 
correction of discharges, insur¬ 
ance, home and business loans, 
medical care, mustering out pay, 
notary public service, pensions, 
readjustment allowance ,and oth¬ 
er matters.

Bradley Offers Clinics In Reading, 
Speech, English, How To Study

Four clinics are available for any full-time student during this 
•semester, Warren L. Smith, Coordinator of Clinics announced this 
week. 

These clinics are to aid the student in adjusting himself to his 
Studies and work. Subjects offered are Reading, How To Study, 
Remedial English, and Speech. No credit is given for work in these 
clinics, but three of them are of-<^- 


fered at no cost to the full-time 
student. 

The reading clinic is designed 
to help students overcome poor 
reading habits, such as slow read¬ 
ing rate or lack of comprehension 
of what is read. It meets from 
3 to 4 p. m. on Wednesday and 
Friday in room 116 of Bradley 
Hall. Mrs. Silvy Kraus is teach¬ 
ing the course. 

Also taught by Mrs. Kraus is 
the Remedial English clinic which 
is open to freshmen students who 
are having difficulties in Rhetoric 
and Composition courses. Each 
class is limited to 15 students and 
meets for seven weeks. Three 
sections, meeting Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons, still have 
openings. In room 201 in Bradley 
Hall there will be a clinic at noon 
and another one at 1 p.m. From 
2 to 3 p. m. a section will meet 
in room 114. 

The How To Study clinic covers 
such topics on the correct method 
of studying as how to take notes, 
how to prepare for examinations, 
how to write term papers, and 
how to concentrate. It meets on 
Tuesday and Thursday after¬ 
noons at 3 p. m. in room 113 of 
Bradley Hall. This course, taught 
by Warren L. Smith, will also be 
about seven weeks long.

Reports M. Kambly 

“E’eta it un MeLange de joie 
et de douleur.”

Kambly, French and German 
instructor, used to describe the 
trip which took her to Europe 
this summer. 

4 ‘It was joy mixed with sor¬ 
row,” related Miss Kambly,” as 
I was reunited with my family, 
whom I had not seen for eight 
years, and at the same time saw 
the terrible destruction and 
hunger left by the ravages of 
the war.” 

During the three months she 
was gone, Miss Kambly visited 
France, Germany, Switzerland, 
Lichtenstein, Austria, England, 
and Italy. She went on the New 
Mouratania, which docked at 
Cherbourg, France, and returned 
on the Queen Mary. 

‘‘My trip,” continued Miss 
Kambly,” was not for pleasure. 
Although I was anxious to see 
my family, I also wanted to talk 
to the people, learn how they 
felt about conditions as they 
exist and find out what the 
future has in store for them. I 
was busy every minute talking 
to mayors or city counselors 
of many towns and learning 
facts about the true condition of 
the people.” 

‘‘I had to learn extreme pa¬ 
tience, as I was required to wait 
hours at a time in order to go 
from one country to another. 
This is no time for pleasure 
traveling in Europe. The rail¬ 
roads are terribly crowded. It 
seems as though there is an end¬ 
less stream of people, some na¬ 
tives and others vacationing, at 
the stations waiting for trains.”

Bradley Listed In Favor 
With Selection Committee 

Bradley's basketball Braves, boasting one of the best 
cage records in the nation, were reported last night in line 
for a coveted “bid" to the National Invitational Tournament 
scheduled for next month in Madison Square Garden. 

According to word received from New York last night 
the Braves were unofficially recognized as a participant in 
the prized tournament of eight champions. Asa Bushnell, 
head of the Selection Committee, was quoted as saying “bids” 
had been extended but refused to name any schools. 

North Carolina State (23-2) and Western Kentucky 
(23-1), who reportedly had received “feelers” earlier, were 
mentioned among those schools invited. It was indicated un¬ 
officially that in addition to these two teams, St. Louis (19-2), 
DePaul (19-5), Bradley (26-2) and Tulane (19-2) had been 
invited. 

Other teams looked upon with favor by the committee 
are C. C. N. Y. (14-3), L. I. U. (14-4), Texas (17-4), Bowling 
Green (24-5), West Virginia (15-3), and LaSalle of Phila¬ 
delphia (18-2). 

Still others being considered are Seton Hall (18-3), 
Rhode Island State (16-3), and Muhlenberg (15-3). 

If selected, this would mark the fourth invitation for 
Bradley to the Tournament. The “Famous Five” were se¬ 
lected at the close of the 1939 and 1940 seasons and many 
members of the present squad played in the tourney last year. 

In the opening round of the Invitational Tournament 
last year the Braves lost to West Virginia, 69 to 60. Bradley 
must play West Virginia on Saturday night in a regularly 
scheduled game. 

Word received from DePaul university last night indicat¬ 
ed that no official invite had been given to the Blue Demons 
for the New York tournament.

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VETERANS' AFFAIRS 


The number of World War II 
veterans studying abroad under 
the GI Bill has increased almost 
350 percent during the past year 
according to Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration records. 

At the beginning of the current 
year, 6,055 ex-servicemen and 
women were studying in 422 
schools and colleges in 44 coun¬ 
tries. At the same time last year, 
the total enrollment abroad was 
1,307. 

Almost half, or 2,741, of pres¬ 
ent veteran-students are enrolled 
in educational institutions in the 
Philippine Islands. VA said the 
large enrollment there comprises 
mostly Filipinos who served in 
the U. S. armed forces during the 
war. 

The next largest student group 
is in Canada where 833 veterans 
are enrolled. France ranks third 
with 635, followed by Mexico with 
461, Switzerland with 427, and 
Great Britain with 356. 

Another 186 veterans living in 
foreign countries are taking cor- 


★ ★ ★ 

respondence courses under the 
GI Bill from Schools in the United 
States. 

The period of training to which 
they are entitled depends upon 
the length of active service. Eli¬ 
gibility is generally for one year, 
plus a period equal to the time 
spent in the armed forces. The 
maximum for training is four 
years. 

Training must be started with¬ 
in four years of July 25, 1947, or 
date of discharge, whichever is 
later. The program ends July 25, 
1956, except for enlistees under 
the Armed Forces Voluntary Re¬ 
cruitment Act of 1945 who have 
until nine years from the date of 
termination of enlistment to com¬ 
plete their training. 

Those who wish to study 
abroad must arrange for their 
own passports, visas and trans¬ 
portation, VA said. All arrange¬ 
ments for such study are made 
with the Department of State 
which administers the foreign 
training benefits of the GI BILL.

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Bradley Faculty Discusses Value 

Of Federal Aid For Education 

Federal aid in the form of a diversified educational program that would provide a college educa¬ 
tion to all who would display a yearning for learning has been recommended by the President’s Com- 
mission on Higher Education. This proposed “civilian GI Bill” would allow students to attend 
public institution without charge up until reaching the junior college year. It would provide schol¬ 
arships to private institutions to qualified scholars. It would give subsidies to public colleges and 

universities for buildings, salaries and current ^------_ 

expenses. 

In an effort to elicit some comment on this 
academic proposal some members of the Bradley 
faculty (chosen at random) were questioned. The 
response was highly enlightening. 


Well Done 



Mrs. Eloise Krause said, “I think the idea is ex¬ 
cellent, for there is a demand for more people 
with education and for people with better educa¬ 
tion. However, the scholastic standards required 
for admission should be high so the schools would 
not be filled with people taking advantage of an 
opportunity to loaf. Entrance tests should be used 
to determine the eligible students. Schooling be¬ 
yond the first two years should be available to 
those students who are qualified and who desire 
further education.” 

Dr. Wilson Wilmarth said, “I have great faith 
in education, for I have never met anyone who 
was sorry he had gone to college, but I have known 
many who expressed sorrow at having missed 
college. I would favor scholarships or general aid 
for students wanting to go to private institutions. 
This would serve to adjust the financial advantage 
that public schools have as a result of federal aid 
and could also help to offset the political pressures 
on public schools. Any extension of aid should be 
without extension of government control.” 

Dr. Donald Gorseline answered, “Frankly I am 
against it. I am against any federal subsidization 
of that sort, and these are my reasons. Exten- 
soins of aid by the federal government require 
that powers be given up by the agency that re¬ 
ceives the aid. The federal government is nearly 
bankrupt; the state governments are in much 
better positions financially to support education 
programs. The tenth amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution reserves for the separate states the control 
of local schools; federal control of local schools 
would be usurpation. European states having 
nationalized schools have promoted the central 
government through the educational program, 
and our federal government has shown that it 
would be guilty of the same thing by the program 
pursued in federal educational work during the 
war. Historically, states having centrally con¬ 
trolled schools have been led easily to war be¬ 
cause the state can propagandize through the 
schools. One reason for the freedom we enjoy in 
America is that we have forty-eight separate 
school systems. Communists have difficulty in 
propagandizing this nation, partly because the 
controls of our school system are located in forty- 
eight separate states.

Bradley’s basketball Braves, boasting one of 
the best collegiate records in the nation, have 
come to the finish line of another breath-taking 
season of competition. The route has not been 
an easy one and the rewards have often seemed 
meager. However, when the cheering and ap¬ 
plause have subsided they cannot be deprived of 
the high praise they have won for Bradley from 
coast to coast. 

From the hallowed halls of Harvard to the 
sunny California shores, the Braves displayed un¬ 
usual talents in athletic competition and in sports¬ 
manship. From this will stem further advance 
of the University to national recognition. 

It was not easy for the Braves. From that 
early moment when Fate benched Billy Dobler it 
was evident cage victories could not be easily won. 
Three successive double-headers carried a heavy 
strain. During the Christmas holidays, while 
most students enjoyed a festive rest, the Braves 
ignored turkey and the trimmings to somehow 
carry on with the sport. Playing four games in 

as many nights they inevitably lost one to a lesser 
foe. 

And the DePaul game: Suffering a bad night 
at the hoop, but displaying a creditable floor game, 
the Braves shared bitter disappointment with 
more than 4,000 fans who journeyed to Chicago 
for the encounter. 

Against West Virginia, who floored substan¬ 
tially the same team that whipped Bradley last 
year in Madison Square Garden, the Braves played 
their hearts out. In a wild, high scoring melee, 
they scored 74 points and refused to say quit until 
the final gun sounded a Mountaineer victory. 

In many respects this has been Bradley’s 
greatest year in the realm of intercollegiate bas¬ 
ketball. Records came and fell with astounding 
rapidity. And so, in retrospect, we feel some 
acknowledgement is due the Braves for a success¬ 
ful campaign, a job well done.

Children, regardless of their 
age, were dressed like miniature 
duplicates of their parents, Miss 
Mulder told the class.

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Colorful Founder Of Indianapolis Symphony 

To Appear In Bradley Hall Program

Dr. Ferdinand Schaeffer, 86 
year old founder and conductor- 
emeritus of the Indianapolis Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra, will be at Brad¬ 
ley and will appear publicly at a 
program given in Bradley chapel 
at eight o’clock tomorrow. 

The program of the evening will 
feature Eleanore Sikes Peters in 
a dramatic interlude entitled 
Memories of Wagner. Dr. Schaef¬ 
fer, one of the few men living who 
played under such famous men 
as Richard Strauss, Hans Richter, 
Karl Reinecke, Hans von Buelow 
and Sigfried Wagner, will com¬ 
pare the impressions of the dra¬ 
matist with his recollections of 
the characters presented. It was 
through Sigfried Wagner that Dr. 
Schaeffer was invited to Bay¬ 
reuth, home of the famous Rich¬ 
ard Wagner, and was shown 
through the famous musician’s 
home by his wife, Cosima Wagner. 

Founded Symphony 

Dr. Schaeffer founded the 
Indianapolis Symphony in 1929. 
During the early years of the 
Symphony he paid for scores, and 
often for salaries, out of his own 
pocketbook. Following his demon¬ 
stration that a small non-profes¬ 
sional group could be organized 
and could rapidly become profes¬ 
sional, symphonies sprang up 
across the entire country, model¬ 


ling themselves on his prelimin¬ 
ary experiment. In recognition of 
his great contribution to music, 
the governor of Indiana has seen 
fit to make a public citation for 
Dr. Schaeffer and Indianapolis 
University has awarded him an 
honorary doctor of music degree. 

Although now retired from 



active conducting, Dr. Schaeffer 
still continues his long career in 
music by teaching violin, which he 
himself began to play at the age 
of five. By the age of seven, he 


★ ★ ★ 

was already playing in dance 
orchestras for Sunday dances at 
Wiesbaden. At the age of 24 he 
was directing the University of 
Upsala student orchestra. His 
success at this merited him an 
invitation to instruct the Prince of 
Sweden (now his majesty, King 
Gustav of Sweden) and conse¬ 
quently to receive a scholarship 
from the Swedish Royal House to 
study at the Conservatory in Leip¬ 
zig. Later, after spending two 
years tutoring Count Skadansky 
in Odessa, Dr. Schaeffer became 
concert master of the People’s 
Symphony of Leipzig. 

Came To U. S. In 1903 

Dr. Schaeffer came to the 
United States in 1903 and became 
a citizen in 1921. It was while 
Dr. Schaeffer was conducting the 
Indianapolis Symphony that Dr. 
Wood became acquainted with 
him. Dr. Wood at that time 
played second bassoon in the 
Symphony. 

While at Bradley, Dr. Schaeffer 
will have his portrait painted by 
Dr. Wood and Mr. McIntosh. To¬ 
morrow afternoon, Dr. Schaeffer 
will meet with the music students 
at their afternoon workshop re¬ 
cital, where he will hold an in¬ 
formal discussion with the stu¬ 
dents on some of their problems.

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So You Want To Leave Bradley? 

1 ou don’t like Bradley? You think you will 
leave? You don’t like the school or you don’t like 
the city? Okay, but before you leave there are a 
few things to remember. 

If you are a veteran, you will need a supplemen¬ 
tary letter of eligibility. It was over a month 
from the time that my application was received 
in Chicago until I received it. 

The greatest problem facing you when you try 
to transfer is that of housing. There’s a small 
college just a short distance from Troy, New York. 
You will be accepted there, if you have a place to 
stay. It is a nice college. Of course, it was started 
only ten years ago and the majority of classrooms 
are Quonset huts. 

If New York is too far east for you, why not 
try Ohio? There is a fine co-operative college at 
Yellow Springs, Ohio. Last September they were 
accepting applicants for the fall semester of ’48. 
You should be able to get in by the summer of ’49. 
Now if you are looking for a larger educational 
factory, you might try Columbus, Ohio. John 
Gunther in his book “Inside ft. S. A.,” ranked 
Columbus as the second most crowded city in the 
United States. As an example, the girl at the 
desk at the “Y” in Columbus told a man in front 
of me that he was lucky in getting a room. It was 
the first vacancy they had had in four years. 
Don’t let this discourage you. Maybe there is no 
city law against putting up tents in the square. 

If you think you would like the west coast, by 
all means leave immediately. However, you might 
keep in mind that the L. A. Chamber of Commerce 
begs people not to come unless they have a place 
to stay. (Tourists excepted.) 

I know of two fellows who paid ten dollars a 
week for a room. No cooking privileges, no water, 
no nothing, except a bed and a window to let that 
famous L. A. “smog’’ in. If you are wondering 
how I happen to know of this case—and you prob¬ 
ably aren’t—I happened to be one of the suckers. 

“Ah,” you say, “I’m going to leave this country. 
I’m going to Mexico where it is cheap to live.” 

Here is a quotation from the Mexico City College 
Bulletin: “The living costs in Mexico City are 
comparable to those of the United States. The 
minimum is about $18 (U. S. Cur.) per week, and 
the maximum is approximately $25 (U. S. Cur.) 
per week.” 

Even with the increased subsistance this leaves 
a deficit of between three and twenty-five dollars 
a month. Remember, the Mexican government 
will not allow you to work while you are there. 
Are you prepared to pay the difference? 

Then, too, if you decide to enter a college in 
Mexico, never—repeat—never try to get a pass¬ 
port to do it. Take the word of one who has tried, 
the red tape is both disgusting and marvelous to 
behold. The accepted method is to enter on a 
tourist permit which costs slightly over two dol¬ 
lars. These are good for six months. If you plan to 
stay two years, this means you will have to make 
four trips to the U. S.-Mexican border. A round- 
trip bus ticket from Mexico City to Larado, Texas 
is about nineteen dollars. Oh, well, you can always 
rob a bank. 

Now, look, before you get the wrong impression, 

I do NOT work for the publicity department of 
Bradley University. I just don’t want you to 
make the same mistake I did. 

If you believe that some of the instructors at 
Bradley are not capable, you are probably correct. 
However, this same situation was found to be true 
in a large majority of the colleges and universities 
(in the student’s opinion) that I visited, or where 
I talked to people who were attending them. 

I traveled over five thousand miles, and was 
accepted for admission at four colleges and one 
university. Every college or university that I

Surveys Gain 
Wide Publicity 

Two surveys by Bradley’s Jour¬ 
nalism Department received pub¬ 
licity in national publications dur¬ 
ing the last month. 

Last Saturday School and So- 
city magazine appeared with an

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He was a quiet little man with a white beard 
and eyes that sparkled with good humor and a zest 
for living. One of a handful that remember Brad¬ 
ley in its founding years, he was a veritable en¬ 
cyclopedia of Bradleyania. And how he enjoyed 
reminiscing over the early years of the school! 

A man gives most of the years of his life to 
something in which he believes and loves—if he 
is lucky. In the case of Dr. Clarence E. Com¬ 


stock, he was lucky and Bradley was lucky. There 
was a great love between them. 

Students in recent years, since Dr. Comstock 
retired from teaching, still retain vivid memories 
of him as he led the Bradley faculty in academic 
processions. Marching erectly, with only the 
trace of a smile on his lips, carrying the baton of 
the faculty marshal, Dr. Comstock was a wonder¬ 
ful link between 1897 and today. He was a testi¬ 


monial of devotion to the school he had seen grow 
from 113 students and 13 faculty members. 

Last year when a Scout reporter interviewed 
him just before his 81st birthday, the reporter 
wrote: 

“As we left, he ran his hand into the empty 
mailbox and chuckled: ‘Well, guess they’ve for¬ 
gotten me.’ But we thought: ‘No, Mr. Chips. No, 
they’ll never forget you.’ ”

President Frederick L. Hovde of Purdue University will speak 
in the Bradley Fieldhouse tonight at 8:15 p. m. in a required chapel 
program. President Hovde, who has been president of Purdue since 
January, 1946, will speak on “Ideas and Individuals.” 

He is well-known in the educa-^-- 

tional field, and during the war 
achieved renown by directing re¬ 
search and actual production of 


rocket bombs for the United 
States government. A 1929 grad- 


he returned to this country to 
join the staff of the University 
of Minnesota. Later President 
Hovde became assistant to the 
president at the University of 
Rochester, and in 1941 he was 
named as a member of the Amer¬ 
ican mission to England, dealing 
with cooperative scientific work 
between the two countries. He 
remained there for a year during 
part of the blitzing of London, 
perfecting various cooperative en¬ 
terprises in the war against the 
Axis. 

In 1942 he was called back to 
this country for duties in the of¬ 
fice of Scientific Research and 
Development, shortly thereafter 
being named to head the rocket 
bomb project. Since coming to 
Purdue he has served on the 
Board of Visitors at the U. S. 
Naval Academy and on many edu¬ 
cational assignments.

Bradley sports fans have a rare 
treat in prospect for Friday 
night, April 9, when the final leg 
of the Bradley S. C. Tournament 
will be run in the Men’s Gym at 
intermission of the all-school 
dance sponsored by the Women’s 
Self-governing Board.

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World Awaits Peace ... Or War? 

1948—Peace or War? 

In a tense world—a world crowded with conflict and strife, a world torn with threat and reprisal, 
a world of unceasing and untiring hatred—the listening posts of eternity await the first indication 


of continued peace or continued war in this area.’ 

This year may well be of high importance in 
determining the trend of the world to either peace 
or war. The tenseness of the present world situa¬ 
tion cannot be lightly considered nor taken with 
an air of passive indifference. We are today as 
openly and strategically divided as were the 
armies at Pharsalus two centuries ago. Freedom 
and slavery have always been divided, the time 
and the place merely being the focal point of this 
division. 

Today the world is beset with a basic and fun¬ 
damental conflict of ideologies:., communism on 
the one hand, democracy on the other. By rudi¬ 
mentary principles the one cannot serve as bed¬ 
fellow to the other. Just as heat and cold may be 
described as diametrically opposite, so, too, must 
we think of these ideologies. 

When it is stated that this conflict of ideology 
is basic, it is not to be construed to mean it is 
secret or hidden. Quite the contrary in some 
instances. But it is never-the-less fundamental 
and often accepted without mention. Other dif¬ 
ferences more personal, or perhaps more time¬ 
ly, are mistaken for the underlying cause of 
conflict. While these are very much of a barrier 
to peace as the rudimentary differences in ideol¬ 
ogy, they are without doubt less important in the 
eventual settlement of differences through peace¬ 
ful means. 

Barriers to peace, as they exist today, may be 
outlined to include diplomatic aggression, military 
aggrandizement, subversive pressure at home, and 
the infiltration of agents from abroad. In recent 
years we have seen the employment of all these 
methods—sometimes simultaneously—in a cam¬ 
paign of world aggression that will recognize no 
barrier... Only the most recent of these, which 
we casually call the “Czech coup,” may be used 
to illustrate the various forces at work, eating 
away at the core of democracy. 

Diplomatic aggression is nothing new. Its 
impact has been felt by peace loving citizens since 
the beginning of time. But it is none the less 
despicable. Nor is its practice in a world of mod¬ 
ern invention anything but an ulcer upon the 
ideals of mutual trust and cooperation. 

Military aggrandizement is simply force. You 
get a club and he gets a club. Inevitable conflict. 
After the close of the First World War some lead¬ 
ers thought we had reached the point where we 
could afford to abandon our armaments. Their 
error has been felt—and sorely felt—throughout 
the civilized world. 

There need be little said of subversive pressure 
at home. No one welcomes a traitor, for treason 
is the one unpardonable sin against one's self. 
That this subversive pressure takes the form of 
unpardonable treason cannot be denied without 
overstepping the bounds of truth and logic. 

“... and the infiltration of agents from abroad.” 
In a nation of free enterprise (such as our own) 
the welcoming of foreign agents, bearing the germ 
of a social, political and economic disease, must not 
be undertaken without special efforts to combat 
the spreading of such a malignant system. 

These barriers to peace are, of themselves, 
anathema to our American way of life. With their 
continued existence the road to a lasting peace is 
not entirely blocked but only made more treach¬ 
erous and more difficult. The odds are against 
us, but these odds are not insurmountable.

Those that realize that 
the world is full of complexities 
to be ironed out, and those that 
see the world as a big beautiful 
place in which to live, and those 
that look at everything as being 
hopeless, yet they wish for the 
best. 

The Romantic Realistic paint¬ 
ing by Jean Smith, Illinois Wes¬ 
leyan, gives the feeling of old and 
tried things weathering out a 
storm. It is in all probability a 
mood painting. 

Across the room is Fred Larke’s 
still life painted in a style sug¬ 



gestive of cubism. A well painted 
picture with beautiful dark and 
light colors, it is definitely pleas¬ 
ing to the eye. 

Also reminiscent of cubism is 
the painting of Frederick Leach 
of Millikin University. The def¬ 
inite well balanced color planes 
make one’s eye automatically 
sweep the picture. Colors are 
well chosen and well placed. 

The idea of the collective exhibit 
was formed when several stu¬ 
dents suggested that they would 
like to see what other students of 
other schools were doing. Two 
delegates from Bradley went to 
Illinois Wesleyan and to Millikin 
and talked with their faculties 
and students. Each one thought 
that a collective exhibit was a 
fine idea and were willing to co¬ 
operate to the fullest extent.

Veterans needlessly take the 
chance of losing their money and 
their insurance protection when 
they mail cash to pay premiums 
on National Service Life Insur¬ 
ance policies, Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration warned. 

A number of NSLI policyhold¬ 
ers continue to send cash to VA 
branch offices for premium pay¬ 
ments. Early in March, the VA 
branch office in New York City 
received an envelope with $1,700 
in $100 bills, to be applied to a 
veteran’s insurance account. 

VA pointed out that a veteran, 
making his insurance payments 
in cash through ordinary mail, 
has no way to prove he made the 
payment in the event it fails to 
reach VA. Failure to receive the 
money leaves VA no choice but 
to lapse the policy. 

Veterans are urged to use 
money orders, postal notes (with 
the reverse side filled out in full), 
or checks for NSLI premium pay¬ 
ments, and also to use the yellow 
envelopes furnished by VA in 
mailing the payments to the 
appropriate VA branch office.

Radio Expert To Answer Critic Tuesday In Fieldhouse 


An answer to Rolf Kaltenborn’s 
criticism of radio programs made 
last November in Bradley Uni¬ 
versity Fieldhouse and which 
caused considerable heated dis¬ 
cussion, will be given at 8:00 
p. m., Tuesday, April 27 in the 
Fieldhouse by A. D. Willard, 
Executive Vice-President of the 
National Association of Broad¬ 
casters. 

Mr. Willard, whose talk is en¬ 
titled “Speaking for Radio,” has 
had over 20 years’ experience in 
the radio field. He began in 1927 
as a radio announcer and since 
then has encompassed a wide 
range of the radio industry activi¬ 
ties, including station and sales 
management as well as experi¬ 
ences before the microphone. 


WILLARD’S QUALIFICATIONS 

A. D. Willard, Jr. assumed his duties as executive vice president 
of the National Association of Broadcasters, with headquarters in 
Washington, on October 1, 1945. 

He resigned as general manager of radio station WBT, Char¬ 
lotte North Carolina, to take his present position. 

Starting with his first position as an announcer with WCAO, 
Baltimore, Md., Mr. Willard’s duties have encompassed a wide 
range of industry activities, including station and sales manage¬ 
ment, in addition to working experience at a microphone. 

At WCAO, he made radio history by pioneering the first morn¬ 
ing musical clock program. In 1928 he joined the staff of Station 
WFBR, Baltimore. Soon thereafter he was made sales manager, 
and in 1930, was promoted to the position of station manager. 

An enthusiastic champion of advertising as the essential guar¬ 
dian of speech freedom in all forms of mass communication, Mr. 
Willard has devoted considerable energy throughout his career to 
advance public awareness of this fact. At the NAB he has taken , 
time to speak on this and related subjects throughout the country. 

Mr. Willard was educated at the Tome School, and the Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia and Baltimore.

Fri¬ 
day’s contest ended with the Braves out in front 9-2 behind the 2-hit 
pitching of Harmon Groover; the Saturday tilt was a whitewash 
game as the Bradley nine won the contest 5-0. 

Groover was at his best for Friday’s contest, as his sidearm 
deliveries puzzled the Blue Jays of the Missouri Valley Conference 
for seven long innings.

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President Owen Outlines Building Plans 

“Bradley's greatest current need is additional campus buildings," was the theme of a recent news¬ 
paper article written by President David B. Owen for the Peoria Star. “Although Peoria industries 
have contributed a large sum of money in the past few years, the increases in building costs and in 
the scope of the program make it necessary that substantial additional funds be secured if Bradley 
is to live up to the high promise which the future 


seems to hold for it," President Owen said. 

He outlined the present building program in 
four phases: 

1. The rehabilitation of all campus buildings 
to put them in first class condition which alone 
will cost several hundred thousand dollars, but is 
a prerequisite to other building plans. 

2. The provision of temporary buildings to 
keep faith with the GI’s. 

3. The necessary acquisition and reconversion 
of suitable buildings in the campus area as perma¬ 
nent additions to the physical plant. 

4. The accumulation of funds for new major 
campus buildings. 

President Owen termed this university as a 
“laboratory for democracy" which is rapidly win¬ 
ning a recognition as one of America's strong and 
distinctive, medium-sized, privately-endowed uni¬ 
versities. As an example of recognition, Mr. Owen 
cited, the affiliation of Bradley with the Associa¬ 
tion of American Urban Universities, and the 
Missouri Valley Athletic Conference during the 
past year. 

About half of the some 7,000 students are reg¬ 
ular full-time college students coming from nearly 
every state in the union, and some sixty from 
abroad. “Bradley is securing for Peoria favorable 
recognition in all parts of the world," and the 
President added, “Bradley is certainly one of Cen¬ 
tral Illinois' greatest assets." 

In detailing the future needs of the school, the 
article continued, Bradley must soon have several 
additional large permanent buildings. For this 
emergency period, the temporary arrangements 
and buildings are taking care of the large enroll¬ 
ment most satisfactorily, but, the strong univer¬ 
sities of the future will be those which provide 
adequate physical plants in which to carry on their 
academic work. 

President Owen stated that Bradley's most 
urgent need is a new library. “It is hoped to 
secure some $200,000 in contributions during this 
spring season in order to be able to break ground 
for the new library building before the end of this 
year." 

The plans for the new library have already 
been completed and approved. It will be a three 
floor, Bedford stone, air conditioned structure. It 
is to be erected south of Westlake Hall on Bradley 
Avenue. The effect of the new library will be to 
release much needed space in Bradley Hall as well 
as to give the school a well-rounded academic 
plant. 

“Bradley's next major building need, after the 
library," said Mr. Owen, “is an auditorium-field 
house." He further stated that the present 
“hangar" has filled this need admirably for the 
present, but it is hoped in the near future to con¬ 
struct a front of some type on the Main street 
side of the field house, providing both main floor 
and balcony seating. Such a structure could be 
used for lectures, concerts, and athletics, includ¬ 
ing basketball. 

President Owen stated that the steps taken to 
relieve the emergency situation have been inte¬ 
grated as closely as possible with long-range plans 
of the university. Among these plans already 
near completion include the remodeling of Holmes 
Hall as a modern and bright engineering labora¬ 
tory and classroom building. The reconversion of 
Harper Hall is now half accomplished with the 
completion of the new front wing. The second 
phase of the reconversion will begin at the end of 
the present school year with completely new 
woodwork, plaster, and fixtures throughout, pro¬ 


viding a modern streamlined dormitory. The for¬ 
mer business office is now being greatly enlarged 
and remodeled to make an attractive Williams¬ 
burg type colonial structure. This new “ad" 
building will be called Hammond Hall, in honor of 
W. W. Hammond, Bradley's first business man¬ 
ager. 

The article concludes with the statement that 
other building needs of the school include addi¬ 
tional halls, a new science building, a new fine arts 
building, and a new industrial arts building. De¬ 
spite heartbreaking delays, this vast program is 
being accomplished as rapidly as funds and build¬ 
ing supplies become available.

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New Silk Screen Process 
Features Wigwam Art Show

An exhibit of 50 serigraphs on loan from the National Serigraph 
Society of New York by the School of Art is on display in the Wig 
warn from April 15 to May 15. 

Serigraphy, according to the National Society, which coined the 
word, is a stencil technique for reproducing fine art utilizing a silk 
screen in conjunction with a sten-* 
cil and working directly on the 
medium for finer reproduction. 

The artist must develop a sep¬ 
arate stencil for each color print¬ 
ed; careful planning is necessary 
on the artist’s part as a serigraph 
may combine as many as 15 
colors. 

According to some critics ser¬ 
igraphy represents the first op¬ 
portunity for sales of original art 
to the public, as mechanically re¬ 
produced art is of poor aesthetic 
quality. 

Serigraph editions are usually 
limited to from 30 to 50 prints and 
are printed by the artist or under 
his direct supervision. 

The exhibit is of special inter¬ 
est to Bradley art students, since 
this year, for the first time, a 
class in graphic techniques has 
been studying the use of serigra¬ 
phy. The covers of “Concour,” 
student art publication, have been 
produced by this medium.

Any afternoon that you walk past the Bradley Fieldhouse, you 
can hear strains of music from the comic opera, “Robin Hood.” Mr. 
Laurence McKenna of the school of music and Mr. B. W. Enslin of 
the art school are putting the cast through the final stages of re¬ 
hearsal in preparation for its per-<^ — 1 -— 


formance on the evenings of May 
15, 17, and 18. 

This is a three act comic opera 
about the famous English Out¬ 
law, Robin Hood, who cavorted 
during the days of Charles I. This 
opera was first produced and per¬ 
formed in Chicago in 1890 where 
it established itself as one of 
the best American operas. The 
infectious tunes for this opera 
were written by Reginald De- 
Koven. The most famous tune is 
the popular wedding number, “Oh 
Promise Me,” which is sung by 
Allan-A-Dale in the third act. 
Wins Contest 

The first act opens in the mar¬ 
ket place of Nottingham where 
a fair is being held. Robin Hood 
has just won the archery contest 
and during the celebration of this 
victory, he announces that he is 
of age to become the Earl of 
Huntington and demands that the 
Sheriff of Nottingham so pro¬ 
claim him. 

The sheriff protests, saying 
that Robin Hood has been disin¬ 
herited of this title and land by 
his father. To prove this point, 
the sheriff produces false papers 
showing that his stooge, Sir Guy 
of Gisborne, is the rightful heir 
to the title. 

To Jail 

Because the Sheriff’s word is 
law in the absence of the King, 
Robin Hood has to retreat to the 
Sherwood Forest, leaving his 
land and his love, Maid Marian, 
in the hands of Sir Guy. In this 


second act, the scene has changed 
to the forest where Robin Hood 
has become the King of the Out¬ 
laws and is eventually arrested 
and imprisoned. 

In the last act, the dashing 
Robin Hood has escaped from 
prison and appears at the wed¬ 
ding of Maid Marian and Sir Guy 
to rescue the heroine. He pre¬ 
sents a message from the King 
which exonerates Robin Hood of 
his deeds as a bandit and pro¬ 
claims him the rightful heir to 
the earldom. The opera ends amid 
the rejoicing of Robin Hood, Maid 
Marian, and the townspeople over 
their triumph of the treacherous 
sheriff and Sir Guy of Gisborne.

• Do You Read The Editorials? 

Editorials in the Bradley SCOUT are widely read, 
according to the results of a poll taken recently at Bradley. 
Over 91% of the men students polled read the editorials at 
least part of the time. Women students rate a little higher; 
95.7% read the editorials at least part of the time. 

Of the number of men that read the editorials, about 
11% read them every issue. It is interesting to note that 
68%, over two-thirds, read the editorials often. Only about 
one-fifth of the men read them seldom. 

More women read the editorials every issue—15%, but 
fewer women read them often. Sixty-three percent read the 
editorials often, and 22% read them seldom. 

In the overall picture, about 93% of Bradley students 
read at least some editorials in the SCOUT. Of these, about 
13% read them every issue; about two-thirds read them 
often; and 21% seldom do. 

Students indicated on the poll that they read editorials 
mainly for general interest, or possibly curiosity. Second 
choice for reading was school news. Student polls proved 
popular; third choice for reader interest was student opin¬ 
ions. Mentioned also as desirable on the editorial page was 
humor. 

Some miscellaneous suggestions are listed below that 
were on the questionnaires. One person wrote, concerning 
editorials, “Don’t have ’em.” Others would like to see more 
debatable questions discussed in the paper. 

One important complaint about the paper in general was 
that there are too many ads for the size of the paper. Next 
year, there will be less space devoted to ads. The complaint 
is a fair one. 

Some mentioned the gossip columns in their suggestions. 
One person would like to see less space devoted to gossip. 
Others say that if there must be gossip columns, they should 
not include the same people time after time. Writers of 
gossip columns should keep those things in mind or abandon 
their columns.

Unless veterans attending col¬ 
leges and universities under the 
GI Bill notify Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration within 30 days before the 
end of a term or semester that 
they do not want to take leave, 
VA automatically will place them 
on 15 days’ leave. 

VA explained that Veterans in 
these schools are placed on sub¬ 
sistence rolls from the date of 
enrollment until 15 days after the 
close of the term or semester. 
This automatic 15-day leave pol¬ 
icy makes it possible for veterans 
studying under the accelerated 
program to receive unbroken 
subsistence payments between 
terms or semesters. 

A veteran placed on 15 days’ 
leave will receive subsistence 
allowances for that period. His 
period of training at government 
expense will be reduced by 15 
days. 

Veterans who do not want their 
entitlement so reduced should 
notify VA to that effect. VA 
forms to be used by veterans to 
signify that they do not want 
the leave are available at all 
schools. 

Those veterans who had an 
opportunity to express their 
choice on enrollment need not 
submit this form unless they 
want to change their previous 
selection.

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BRADLEY SIGNS TWO NEW COACHES 


The appointment of Forrest A. Anderson, as head basketball coach, 
and Arthur D. Bergstrom, as head football coach, was announced this 
afternoon by President Owen at the annual “Braves Bivouac" in the field 
house. The two new coaches were introduced by A. J. Robertson, Bradley's 
Director of Athletics and Physical Education, who has decided to turn over 


a part of his active coaching to' 
younger men. 

Mr. Robertson, who has won for 
himself the title of America's “all- 
around coach" in his twenty-seven 
years at Bradley, will continue as 
Director of Athletics and Physical 
Education, as head of the entire 
department, and as varsity base¬ 
ball coach. 

“Coach Of Year” 

Mr. Anderson, the new basketball 
coach, was selected in 1944-45 by the 
Basketball Writers Association as 
America’s “coach of the year.” A grad¬ 
uate of Stanford University, Anderson 
was a star on Stanford’s conference 
championship team and was himself a 
first “all-coast” selection. Entering the 
Navy he was for two years a regular 
on the powerful Great Lakes teams of 
1941-42 and 1942-43, and played with 
Great Lakes when the middies walloped 
Bradley in 1942. 

Following a tour of active duty 
aboard a destroyer in the Atlantic, 
Anderson returned to Great Lakes as 
head coach of that team in 1944 and 
turned in an amazing performance of 
seventeen consecutive victories against 
major competition with a squad made 
up largely of younger players. His 
victims included Illinois, Purdue, Wis¬ 


consin, Minnesota, Michigan, North¬ 
western, Ohio State, DePaul, Notre 
Dame, Bowling Green, Marquette, and 
others. Particularly impressive was 
the young middies’ up-set victory of 
DePaul, number one ranking team, 
with George Mikan and an array of 
stars, by a twelve point margin in the 
Chicago Stadium. 

Drake Coach 

For the past two years Anderson has 
been head basketball coach at Drake 
University, and there, despite the fact 
that Drake has never emphasized 
basketball, his teams won second and 
third place honors in the tough Mis¬ 
souri Valley Conference. His victims 
there included Oklahoma A. and M., 
national collegiate champions; and he 
won particular acclaim when his Drake 
Bulldogs won two victories over Iowa 
State of the Big Six Conference, 
Drake’s first wins in seven years over 
this great natural rival. 

Bergstrom Here 

The new football mentor, Art Berg¬ 
strom, has been one of Illinois’ most 
successful and respected high school 
coaches for the past twenty years, and 
has also been a prominent official in 
high school and college circles. His 
high school teams have won a number

ing the season just past, his first year 
at Decatur High school, he led this 
“Big Twelve” eleven to the most suc¬ 
cessful year in the history of that 
school. 

Favors “T” 

Bergstrom is a leading exponent of 
the “T” formation with variations and 
is widely respected throughout the 
state. He is a member of the Board 
of Control of the Illinois High School 
Athletic Association (IHSAA) and has 
received many honors for his outstand¬ 
ing performances. He has his master’s 
degree in Physical Education from the 
University of Iowa and will teach phys¬ 
ical education classes in addition to 
his coaching duties. 

Also, the Bivouac presented to the stu¬ 
dent body for the last time this year all 
of Bradley’s stellar athletes. On one 


stage, at one time, were the letter winners 
from all of the year’s teams, teams that 
have bestowed tremendous honors upon 
the Hilltop and upon themselves. 

William Ryan and Deane Richardson 
introduced to the enmassed student body 
the captains of the various squads who 
in turn introduced their teammates. Pre¬ 
sented to the assembly, also, were the 
outstanding men of the year. The men 
so honored were: Stanley Butkovich, most 
valuable football player; Paul Unruh, 
record holding basketball and track star;

In a surprise announcement today at the Honors Day assembly on the 
Bradley athletic field, President Owen revealed the fact that formal ground¬ 
breaking ceremonies for the new Bradley library will begin on Founder’s 
Day, October 8, this year. 


The library will be a three story struc¬ 
ture, valued at $600,000, and will be lo¬ 
cated south of Westlake Hall, the Horol¬ 
ogy building. The building will cover 
nearly three times the area of the horol¬ 
ogy building. 

It is to be a functional, modernistic 
building of white Bedford stone, the 
same type stone used on the original 
Bradley buildings. The library will be 
trimmed with red tile. The building will 
be completely air conditioned, and will 
even include an outdoor terrace for sum¬ 
mer studying. 

The library has not yet been named, 
and some of the funds have yet to be 
raised. There may be some ground brok¬ 
en before Founder’s Day, but the offi¬ 
cial ceremony definitely will be that 
day. 

The library fund has been raised 
through the cooperation of many civic- 
minded Peoria industries, businesses, 
and individuals.

UNIVERSITY TOGGERY 
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• A Message For You: 

Despite perhaps humorous legends to the con¬ 
trary, the president of this institution has, during 
the past two years, probably taken less time in 
addressing members of the student body than any 
president at any time in the history of this insti¬ 
tution. Since the President’s report was can¬ 
celled, President Owen has made a few of those 
comments here: 

The president wishes to take this opportunity 
to thank the many members of the faculty and 
student body who have contributed so richly to the 
rapid development of Bradley as one of the na¬ 
tion’s outstanding, medium-sized, endowed uni¬ 
versities. 

We have been increasingly happy, in recent 
months, at the extravagant, unsolicited words of 
praise which have been coming to us from highly- 
placed national officials in regard to the progress 
of this university. I am quoting briefly from two 
of these statements. The first was a stataement 
by Mr. Wilbur Walden of New York City, execu¬ 
tive secretary of the National Interfraternity Con¬ 
ference. Dr. Manley E. MacDonald, Dean of the 
Bradley School of Education, reported to me a con¬ 
versation which he recently held with Mr. Walden, 
as follows: 

Mr. Walden stated that Bradley University is 
being watched by all of the leading college men 
of the East and that it is unanimously agreed 
that our university is one of the “up and coming 
schools of the country.” He stated further that 
Bradley is now classified among such schools as 
Dartmouth, Cornell, Yale, etc. 

The other letter which I should like to quote 
here is from Dr. Ralph Me Donald, Executive Sec¬ 
retary, Department of Higher Education, National 
Education Association of the United States, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. This letter seems to have particular 
significance in that it was not addressed to me or 
to anyone associated with Bradley, but to a na¬ 
tional organization which was considering affili¬ 
ating with Bradley. I am quoting from his letter 
in part. 

4- 

“Bradley University has the highest accredit¬ 
ed rating that an institution can achieve in the 
United States. It is on the approved list of North 
Central Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. Its educational programs are sound and 
thorough. Its graduates are fully recognized in 
every field for which it prepares. I am happy to 
endorse fully the institution as an excellent uni¬ 
versity with a sound program, capable leader¬ 
ship, and a splendid outlook. It would be a credit 
and an honor to any organization in the field of 
higher education to have an affiliated chapter 
at Bradley University.” 

Statement of this kind are especially encourag¬ 
ing to all of us who are “on the fire line” here, stu¬ 
dents and faculty alike, since despite the rapid 
progress that we are making, all of us inevitably 
see many little faults and points which we should 
like to improve. 

The student, for example, may visualize, in his 
dreams, some “perfect” institution with a magnif¬ 
icent campus such as he sometimes sees in the 
motion pictures. He may not realize that even the 
glamourous University of Southern California, in 
the heart of the very country such pictures are 
made, has actually less campus space than does 
our own institution. 

He may find fault with some teacher or teach¬ 
ers whom he finds fall short of perfection, yet he 
may not appreciate the fact that in recent official 
studies which have been made, the Bradley faculty 
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ranks near the very top in the average amount of 
training and preparation which the members of 

this faculty have had. 

/ 

Bradley’s recent admission as the 49th member 
in the entire country of the American Association 
of Urban Universities, and its recent acceptance 
into the Missouri Valley Conference, are further 
indications of the growing recognition of our insti¬ 
tution. Two years ago Bradley was still a “Poly¬ 
technic” Institute and was so recognized and ac¬ 
credited. 

Even at that time there had been no thought 
that this status could be changed. In the inter¬ 
vening period, Bradley has already become a fully 
accredited, recognized university with, as Dr. Mac¬ 
Donald states, the “highest possible accreditation.” 
It has granted its first master’s degrees and now 
has a fully recognized program of graduate stu¬ 
dies. It has added probably as many Ph.D.’s to its 
staff during the past two years as had been done 
in the preceding ten or fifteen years. It has 
greatly increased its appropriations for the pur¬ 
chase of library books and valuable laboratory 
equipment. It has trebled the size of the faculty 
of its School of Art, it has increased the faculty 
of its School of Business Administration from 
four to twenty-one faculty members. 

Any individual who chooses to become or re¬ 
main a Bradley student must certainly share this 
pride to the fullest possible extent if he is to be 
true to the vision and foresight of our founder, 
Mrs. Lydia Bradley, and to all of the splendid men 
and women who have devoted their lives to its 
progress through the years.
